L ast weekend more than 400 LGBTQ (lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, transgender, and questioning) 
youth from around the world gathered in San 
Francisco for “Young, Loud, and Proud,” the 
first international queer youth conference. The 
youth, who came from as far away as Cleveland and 
Vancouver, braved the frigid morning weather to at¬ 
tend the conference at Marina Middle School. 

The conference, a project of LYRIC (Lavender 
Youth Recreation and Information Center), was or¬ 
ganized and coordinated entirely by youth. It was 
open to those 25 and under and focused on the 
problems of queer youth today. (Persistent adults 
had a single room in a remote part of the building in 
which to congregate.) In the words of Chris Young, 
an organizer of the event, it was important because 
“there are so few things for queer youth. Now there’s 
finally something specifically for us.” 

The purpose of the conference was to empower 
queer youth by enabling them to control their own 
lives. “We as youth tend to bear the brunt of social ills 
[including homophobia],” said Kagendo Murungi,

nab gay arson suspect 


Gentlemen’s 
Agreement 
bridges 
negatives 
and positives

T wo community groups will hold 
a series of public forums over 
the next few weeks in an effort 
to bridge the gap between HIV-posi¬ 
tive and HIV-negative men in the gay 
and bisexual community. The First 
meeting is scheduled for this Monday, 
July 22. 

The series, called “Gentlemen’s 
Agreement,” is being hosted by Inven¬ 
tion, a primary prevention project 
working with HIV-negative men, and 
the People With AIDS Coalition 
(PWAC). 

Joseph Brewer, Ph.D., a psy¬ 
chotherapist and director of Inven¬ 
tion, and Bill Hershon, a member of 
the PWAC board and a consumer ad¬ 
vocate of the Mayor’s HIV Planning 
Council, both stressed the need to 
ease the rift between HIV-negative 
and HIV-positive gay and bisexual 
men. 

Monday’s forum invites HIV-nega¬ 
tive men to articulate their issues and 
concerns regarding HIV-positive men, 
and to express among themselves 
what they want them to understand

D arryl Geyer, a 19-year-old Ohioan 
police describe as a drifter, re¬ 
mains in custody without bail in 
the Bryant Street Hall of Justice 
following his arrest last week on murder, 
arson, and auto theft charges. 

Geyer is charged in connection with a 
deadly fire at 1101 Bush Street on June 11. 
The murder charges stem from the death of 
75-year-old Delores DeLeon, who jumped 
to her death from the Nob Hill building 
while attempting to escape the blaze. 

Dan Addario, head of the District Attor¬ 
ney’s criminal investigation branch, told the 
Bay Area Reporter Geyer was arrested July 
20 at the home of a male Redwood City 
friend. Police decline to identify the friend, 
saying he has no material connection to the 
case. 

Although officials decline to say that 
Geyer is gay, Addario described the youth as 
“a hustler” who frequented the San Francis- 
co-Russian River gay communities. 

Geyer was arrested after a stakeout, as he 
and the friend returned to Redwood City 
from Disneyland. They were in a truck that 
Geyer allegedly stole from an electrician 
who met him in the Castro district earlier 
and gave him a ride to Vallejo with the 
promise of work. 

“The electrician stopped at a store to get 
some beer,” according to Addario. “Geyer 
asked him to leave the keys in the truck, so 


he could listen to the radio. 

“He drove off in the truck.” 

Although gay DA investigators had 
traced Geyer to the Russian River area, he 
eluded police until he was spotted at Dis¬ 
neyland by an off-duty San Francisco police 
officer who was vacationing with his family. 

Anaheim police arrested Geyer on the 
stolen car charges, but after a friend paid the 
$5,000 bail the pair left Orange County, dri¬ 
ving the stolen vehicle.

Violence in Vancouver is the last straw: 

Canada and ACT UPs to 
‘ACTUP/SF’-Getout!

T wo controversial San Fran¬ 
cisco activists were ordered 
out of Canada during last 
week’s XI International Confer¬ 
ence on AIDS, following their July 
10 disruption of an International 
AIDS Society panel discussion on 
retroviral therapy, but charges of 
criminal mischief and assault 
against them have been dropped. 

Dave Pasquarelli and Medea 
Lopez were arrested after they 
kicked over tables and chairs, 
broke glasses, and threw fake 
blood at presenters - including 
University of California San Fran¬ 
cisco physician Dr. Paul A. Vol- 
berding and Dr. Margaret Fischl 
of the University of Florida. 

According to news reports, au¬ 
dience members denounced the 
activists after the attack by point¬ 
ing their fingers at the group and 
yelling, “Shame, shame, shame.” 

The disrupted panel, “Guide¬ 
lines for Retroviral Therapy: 
Bringing the State of the Art to 
Clinical Practice,” was held the 
same day its members’ recom¬ 
mendations appeared in the Jour¬ 
nal of the American Medical Asso¬ 
ciation. The activists, who identi¬ 
fy themselves as “ACT UP/San 
Francisco” members, charged it 
was “nothing more than an adver¬ 
tising campaign masquerading as 
science.” 

The activists also issued a set of 
demands that Glaxo-Wellcome 
immediately stop the production 
of AZT, that the United States 
government halt all clinical trials 
that utilize AZT as the treatment 
protocol, and that the U.S. initiate 
a class action suit against Glaxo. 


They also demand that AIDS 
researchers sever all financial ties 
with drug companies - including 
honoraria - and finally, that AIDS 
researchers replace their current 
treatment paradigm with an im¬ 
mune-based strategy. 

But the members of six other 
ACT UP chapters around the 
country and one international af¬ 
filiate want the group to change 
their own paradigm and abandon 
the use of the ACT UP name. 

Seven ACT UPs vs. one 

ACT UP/New York member 
Ellen Bay said that other ACT UP 
chapters would “never resort to 
personal violence” or try to stop 
the flow of information, about 
treatment options. 

“We do confront scientists and 
politicians at public events to hold 
them accountable for their ac¬ 


tions,” Bray said. 

“Members of ACT UP/Golden 
Gate, the ACT UP chapter in San 
Francisco, have had a lot of expe¬ 
rience dealing with the intention¬ 
al confusion caused by these indi¬ 
viduals appropriating and misus¬ 
ing the ACT UP name,” said Kate 
Krauss, a Golden Gate member. 

“In the recent past ACT UP/SF 
members have assaulted a person 
living with AIDS and made 
threats to reporters and editors 
who cover AIDS for the San Fran¬ 
cisco media,” Krauss said. “All 
ACT UP members abhor the tac¬ 
tics these people used at this con¬ 
ference.” 

But ACT UP/San Francisco 
members said in a press statement 
the Vancouver confrontation was 
“only the beginning,” and vowed 
to escalate their direct action tac¬ 
tics. ▼ 


Friend blasts questioning 
in gay publisher’s murder

J uan Pifarre was not a chick¬ 
en hawk who preferred 
young men as sexual part¬ 
ners, and the San Francisco Public 
Defender’s office is trying to be¬ 
smirch the slain gay Latino pub¬ 
lisher’s character with such claims, 
a former roommate charges. 

“I was his roommate. I lived 
with him for a year and a half,” 
George Raya told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “I saw what he brought 
home, and it was not chicken.” 

Pifarre was found bludgeoned 
to death in the bathroom of his 
Carolina Street Bernal Heights 
home on March 24, according to a 
coroner’s report. Police later ar¬ 
rested Steven Nary, 19, a sailor sta¬ 
tioned aboard the Alameda-based 
USS Carl Vinson , and charged 
him with the murder of the 53- 
year-old El Horizontes publisher. 

A former Cathedral City high 
school basketball star, Nary plead¬ 
ed not guilty at an April arraign¬ 
ment, but remains held at the Hall 
of Justice in lieu of $2 million bail. 

Police found Pifarre’s nude 
body while conducting a well¬ 
being check at the request of a 


downstairs neighborhood who 
hadn’t seen the publisher for two 
days. She had reported hearing 
sounds consistent with a struggle, 
and a man yelling “Oh no, oh no,” 
in the apartment on March 24. 

Nary was linked to the murder 
through bloodstained clothing 
left at the crime scene, according 
to investigators - although Assis¬ 
tant SF Public Defender Jeff 
Adachi claimed during Nary’s bail 
hearing last April that his client 
had called police and said he had 
been in a fight with Pifarre. 

Adachi said in news reports that 
the 6’4” Nary had awakened to find 
the 5’9” Pifarre making “unwanted 
sexual advances, and defended him¬ 
self,” and that the sailor had defen¬ 
sive wounds when he was arrested. 

“From what I’ve read in the re¬ 
port, it was a very bloody scene,” 
said Administrative Coroner Herb 
Hawley. 

Adachi declined to say whether 
Nary had sex with Pifarre before 
he beat him to death. 

Character assassination 

Raya told the B.A.R. he feared 
the Public Defender’s office was 
engaging in “character assassina¬ 
tion” in the guise of questioning 


potential witnesses in the case. 

Raya said other friends of Pi¬ 
farre have complained of defense 
investigators’ “leading questions” 
about Pifarre’s sexual preferences. 

San Francisco Public Defender 
Jeff Brown dismissed the accusa¬ 
tion, and pointed out that his office 
is also currently defending an 
openly gay man accused of murder. 

Brown declined to discuss 
specifics of Nary’s case except to 
say that it was “too early” to have 
formulated a defense strategy - 
and that it was the public defend¬ 
er’s job to ask questions of wit¬ 
nesses so it could have all the in¬ 
formation and evidence it needed 
to defend a client. 

Concerns the office will mount 
a “homosexual panic” defense are 
unfounded, according to Brown. 

“It hasn’t even gone to prelim¬ 
inary hearing, yet,” he said. 

The homosexual panic defense 
- which claims a defendant killed 
in a psychological frenzy caused 
by a sexual approach - is old-fash¬ 
ioned and based on outmoded 
psychiatric doctrine, Brown said. 

“I don’t think it has much 
credibility anymore, probably it 
did back in the ’50s and maybe 
the ’60s,” he said. ▼

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Cannabis Club video surveillance discovered 


Cameraman refuses to say who sent him

^ embers of the Cannabis 
yf| Buyer’s Club (CBC) in 
m w 1 San Francisco were sur¬ 
prised last week to discover some 
person or persons, who may have 
been law enforcement agency per T 
sonnel, apparently videotaping 
their Market Street office from a 
building across the street, the Bay 
Area Reporter has learned. 


The CBC, located at 1444 Mar¬ 
ket Street, sells marijuana for 
medical use by people who have 
HIV/AIDS, cancer, and glaucoma. 
People must be members of the 
club to buy the marijuana. 

According to CBC spokesper¬ 
son Gary Johnson, on July 10, 
four CBC members noticed a 
video camera in a fourth floor 
window of a semi-abandoned 
building located across the street 
at 1407 Market Street. When they 


went to investigate, he said, they 
were met by an armed man. 

“With his hand on his gun, the 
gentleman said, ‘I can’t tell you 
what agency I work for,”’ Johnson 
told the B.A.R. 

Dennis Peron, director of the 
Californians for Compassionate 
Use campaign and founder of the 
CBC, said the group who went to 
investigate saw that the video 
camera was pointed at the front 
door of the club, and the image 
from the camera was being shown 
on a video screen in the room. 

Johnson said the man kept his 
hand on his weapon, but did not 
remove it from his holster, as he 
ordered the four people to leave 
immediately. 

Smoke-in at the rat’s nest 

On July 11, Peron said, about 
150 CBC members - and a televi¬ 
sion crew - went back to the room, 
this time using a back entrance. 
While they were doing that, three 
men left via the front entrance. 

CBC members then held a 
“medical marijuana smoke-in” at 
the site, Johnson said. 

Peron added they discovered 
several items, including coaxial 
cable, video equipment, old pizza 


boxes, other junk food wrappers, 
and half-eaten doughnuts. 

Johnson said they also found 
two phone numbers, one of 
which is a number for the Solano 


County District Attorney’s office. 
The other was for American 
Commercial Security Services 
Company, a local private security 
company. However, Johnson said, 
they still do not know what law 
enforcement or other agency was 
represented by the men. 

“We don’t believe this has to 
do with the city and county of San 
Francisco,” he said. 

A woman who answered the 
phone at the Solano County Dis¬ 
trict Attorney’s Office said the of¬ 
fice did not know why their phone 
number was found in the Market 
Street building. 

According to the city assessor’s 
office, the building at 1407 Mar¬ 
ket Street is owned by Bank of 
America. A spokesman at the 
bank’s commercial real estate de¬ 
partment was on vacation and 
unavailable for comment. 

A woman who answered the 
-phone at American Commercial 
Security Services Company said 
she did not know why the num¬ 
ber was found in the Market 
Street building, but said the com¬ 
pany provides security for Bank of 
America. 

Peron wondered why anyone ♦ 
would spy on the CBC now that it 
has been in operation for three 
years, and said the whole incident 
“reeks of political shenanigans.” 

‘Not America’ 

“When they can’t defeat us at 
the polls, they try to defeat us in 
the courts,” Peron told the B.A.R. 
“This is a political act to derail a 
campaign for medical marijuana. 
It’s wrong, and it’s not what 
America is about.” 

Peron was referring to the 
medical marijuana initiative that 
will appear on the November bal¬ 
lot, sponsored by Californians for 
Compassionate Use. The ballot 
measure, if approved by voters, 
would allow doctors to prescribe 
marijuana for medical use by peo¬ 
ple who have HIV/AIDS, cancer, 
glaucoma, and other medical con¬ 
ditions. 

The initiative will not legalize 
or otherwise change the existing 
laws against the use, sale, or pos¬ 
session of marijuana. 

The video equipment was first 
observed in the window across the 
street from the CBC on July 6, 
Johnson said. Since last week’s 
raid by CBC members, the video 
equipment and unidentified men 
have not been observed again by 
club members. ▼

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Gay candidate dismisses 
improper campaign allegations

critic of Municipal Court 
judge candidate Matthew 
1 Rothschild has demanded 
daily phone logs and time sheets 
from Rothschild’s office, amidst 
charges the openly gay candidate 
campaigns for election while 
working as an assistant San Fran¬ 
cisco city attorney. 

Rothschild denied the charges, 
and said they are part of a politi¬ 
cally motivated attack originating 
from supporters of his November 
runoff opponent, lesbian attorney 
Kay Tsenin. 

“Of course, they’re not true. 
It’s a sad thing,” Rothschild told 
the B.A.R. He declined further 
comment on the record. 

A lobby in the office? 

The charges center around an 
alleged June 19 phone message 
about a campaign-related matter 
that Rothschild supposedly left on 
Richmond Democratic Club 
member Charles Lantz’s voice 
mail. 

“He was lobbying me for my 
vote at the Richmond Democrat¬ 
ic Club endorsement meeting 
coming up,” Lantz told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Lantz said Rothschild’s mes¬ 
sage - logged at 11:25 on his voice 
mail - urged him to return the 
call, and left two numbers where 


Lantz could reach him. 

Lantz told the B.A.R. that a re¬ 
view of his notes indicates that he 
reached Rothschild at his office in 
the City Attorney’s Office. 

“It was his direct line,” accord¬ 
ing to Lantz. “He asked if my wife 
Helen and I would come down 
and vote.” 

Lantz said the campaign call 
initially annoyed him because 
RDC phone records are supposed 
to remain confidential, and he 
wondered how Rothschild ob¬ 
tained his number. 

“Then I thought, Holy Christ,” 
Lantz said. “I realized this was big¬ 
ger than the phone list.” 

Such calls are illegal and could 
be grounds for dismissal, sanction 
by the State Bar, and criminal 
charges. Gail Bishop, a controver¬ 
sial Contra Costa County super¬ 
visor, was recently criminally in¬ 
dicted for using her office for po¬ 
litical and campaign-related pur¬ 
poses. 

A review by the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter of Rothschild’s weekly time 
sheet that covers the day in ques¬ 
tion indicates that he took sick 
time on June 17, but worked 42 
and a half hours in the four re¬ 
maining workdays through Fri¬ 
day, June 21. 

Rothschild’s time sheet for 
June 19 shows he billed the city 
for legal work on numerous mat¬ 
ters related to city agencies, in¬ 
cluding the Public Utilities Com-

mission, MUNI, Laguna Honda 
Hospital, and the Department of 
Social Services. 

At the time he was allegedly 
calling Lantz, Rothschild’s time 
log indicates he was reviewing a 
legal matter related to Laguna 
Honda. He billed the city for 
more than eight hours of work 
that day. 

City Attorney Louise Renne 
told the Bay Area Reporter that 
her office had provided the time 
sheets to Richmond Democratic 
Club member John Dunbar, but 
said.that she did not believe there 
was any merit to the request for 
the materials, which are routinely 
available to the public under free¬ 


dom of information laws. 

Dunbar said he has also re¬ 
quested, but not yet received, 
Rothschild’s phone log. Renne 
told the B.A.R. said she doubts 
that he will find anything there. 

“If he has information and 
wants to come in and see me 
about it and wants to present me 
with the information, I’d be 
happy to do that,” she said. 

“Our office has very strict 
guidelines against using any time 
or public resources for political 
purposes.” 

Tm not on the ballot’ 

Veteran San Francisco police 
inspector Reno Rapagnani con¬ 
firmed that he took a formal po¬ 
lice report about the incident. 

“I did take a police report. I’m 
not at liberty to discuss the de¬ 
tails,” said Rapagnani. 

He said the report concerned 
allegations of “a violation of law” 
by Rothschild, and said the report 
was forwarded to the District At¬ 
torney for action. A tape of the al¬ 
leged call recording was also for¬ 
warded, according to sources. 

Rapagnani is the husband of 
policewoman and attorney Leean- 
na Dawydiak, a Tsenin supporter 
who recently charged that Roth¬ 
schild had asked her to help him 
mislead voters at conservative se¬ 
nior groups’ campaign functions. 

“He said people would think I 
was his wife,” Dawydiak told the 


Bay Area Reporter. “I didn’t like 
the idea. I was offended by it.” 

Barnes has previously dis¬ 
missed Dawydiak’s charges as the 
“sour grapes” of a sore loser, 
brought on by her failure to win a 
seat on the Democratic Central

|H M aybe it started when everyone was 
marching down Market Street in 
mmm the Freedom Day Parade a couple 
of weeks ago, but somewhere along the way 
the San Francisco gay and lesbian commu¬ 
nity seems to have turned a corner. Not just 
onto the Embarcadero, but beyond, and 
into the future. 

Last Monday night, more than a thou¬ 
sand people, mostly gay, showed up at the 
Hyatt to hear a report from the Vancouver 
AIDS conference - many, many more than 
usually show up for a panel of talking heads. 
And, significantly, that event was just one of 
the Vancouver summaries offered in San 
Francisco that night. 

Over time, gays and lesbians have turned 
out in smaller and smaller numbers at 
marches, demos, and rallies. The Supreme 
Court’s ruling invalidating Amendment 2 a 
couple of months ago only got a few dozen 
gay people mobilized in celebration; even 
more recent was the weird non-protest of 
President Clinton (the one so badly stage- 
managed by City Hall), which brought out 
even fewer people and caused several pro¬ 
gressives to mourn the death of political ac¬ 
tivism in the Bay Area. 

It’s clear that those fears were unfound¬ 
ed. The crowd at the Hyatt proves some¬ 
thing has changed. Optimism is back. 

By now, just about everyone knows the 
reports from Vancouver were promising, 
which clearly brought many people out to 
hear the good news with their own ears, but 
there’s more to it than that. It isn’t only HIV 
news that’s encouraging: many, people are 
more confident that the country is shifting 
away from its flirtation with fascism. 


The evidence is abundant. 

With Dole sliding into obscurity "• 
even before he’s lost the election, with 
Pat Buchanan already blaming Ross Perot 
in July for a GOP defeat in No- ^ 

vember, and with the new fig¬ 
ures proving Clinton’s deficit 
reduction plan was the right 
program at the right time, it’s 
harder and harder to imagine we’ll have to 
put up with those reactionaries running 
Congress much longer. (John Kasich, the Re¬ 
publican Senate Finance Committee chair 
who is to Capitol Hill what Eddie Haskell 
was to Leave It to Beaver , said when the eco¬ 
nomic package passed, 51 votes to 50, “If this 
works, I expect to become a Democrat.” Well, 
the Dems don’t want or need him, and even 
switching parties probably wouldn’t save his 
job when it comes up for renewal.) 

But we digress. We meant to talk about the 
resurgence in optimism, and these days 
sneaky conservative oppressors are feeling 
anything but hopeful. It’s our community 
that feels encouraged, and in the nick of time. 

Now that the pattern of huge communi¬ 
ty gatherings is reestablished, perhaps there 
will be equally strong responses to some fu¬ 
ture meetings of interest. One interesting 
follow-up to the Vancouver news is the 
“Gentlemen’s Agreement” series that will 
discuss prevention issues from the perspec¬ 
tives of both HIV-positive and HIV-nega¬ 
tive gay men. Invention and the People With 
AIDS Coalition have joined their forces to 
get people talking, and that’s terrific. More 
dialogue is always better than less, and in 
this case it might save a life. Possibly even 



yours or that of someone you love. 

Another engagement worth re¬ 
membering is the Castro Area Plan- 
I ning and Action group’s discussion 
^ of the neighborhood’s future on 

Friday at 7. There are certainly 
enough people who complain 
about the Castro’s decline to 
fill any meeting - if they both¬ 
er to get off their duffs and into the meeting 
space. Which, since we mention it, is the 
Metropolitan Community Church. 

Finally, we have to say one item we’d like 
to see CAPA discuss more is the gang of Cas¬ 
tro “flyer police.” Those roving anal reten- 
tives who rip down other people’s ads and 
community alerts are doing the entire com¬ 
munity a disservice. The neighborhood is 
not theirs to police; and if Congress were 
forbidding the free exchange of information 
we can only hope the community would rise 
up in outrage. Just because it’s gay men who 
do the enforcing of ignorance hardly excus¬ 
es the practice; in fact, it makes it worse. 

If you left a bike against a lamppost and 
someone took it away, that would be a 
crime. Unfortunately, the law doesn’t rec¬ 
ognize flyers the same way, but many of our 
friends think the prohibition against infor¬ 
mation is every bit as much of a crime. (It is 
indisputably true that more would have 
shown up for the Amendment 2 event if it 
could have been publicized by papering the 
neighborhood with flyers.) It’s time for 
those clean queens who have been ripping 
down other people’s work to stop it, and get 
a life. It can only help the rest of us get our 
community back to its former, healthier, 
better-educated and much more fun self. ▼ 


Unreported gay 
and lesbian benefits

T he Mayor’s Economic Summit in 
April included speakers who present¬ 
ed surprisingly positive views about 
the city’s economy: 

• San Francisco is one of the preeminent 
international cities through which business 
transactions are channeled. 

• It is the epicenter of the most creative 
region in the world and contains one of the 
best educated populations of any city in the 
country. 

• It is one of the most attractive destina¬ 
tions in the world for tourists and conven¬ 
tions. 

• Its mixed services employment base 
supports a middle class with sufficient in¬ 
come to maintain lively neighborhood 
shopping areas. 

These views, along with other data pre¬ 
sented about the city indicate that San Fran¬ 
cisco is a virtually unique place among 
American cities. ‘This condition certainly 
arises because of San Francisco’s geography 
and history, but probably also because of its 
demographics. In that regard, I would thus 
like to argue that the presence of large gay 
and lesbian population plays a major factor 
in creating this healthy condition. 

Although the data is soft, San Francisco’s 
adult gay and lesbian population is estimat¬ 
ed to be between 100,000 and 120,000, 80 
percent of whom migrated here sometime 
over the last 30 years. A large portion of this 
population came to San Francisco with four 
years of college or more, or continued their 
education after settling here. They are thus 
a major contributor to the significant edu¬ 
cational achievement of the population as a 
whole. 

Only 15 percent of San Francisco’s total 
population is 18 or younger, the smallest 
percentage by far of any Bay Area county. 


This can be explained by the large gay and 
lesbian population as well as the large num¬ 
ber of seniors. With fewer children, San 
Francisco is not and has never been a pro¬ 
tective child-centered society. Sociologists 
Howard Becker and Irving Horowitz de¬ 
scribed this condition and attributed to it 
the primary explanation for San Francisco’s 
long tradition of tolerance, a tolerance that 
nurtures an environment in which cre¬ 
ative people flourish. 

People without children often 
have significant disposable in¬ 
comes. This partially explains how 
San Francisco can support nearly 
4,000 restaurants— or one for 
every 150 adults. Likewise, our 
large and diverse arts and 
cultural organizations are 
also dependent on a local 
population with a strqng 
proclivity to spend on arts and entertain¬ 
ment. 

In spite of the reports to the contrary, 
San Francisco maintains a large middle class 
population. However, it is one with few 
children. This is another aspect or the gay 
and lesbian influence on the population. 

The city’s employee base is not only well- 
educated but flexible. An international busi¬ 
ness city such as San Francisco must func¬ 
tion around the clock. The gay and lesbian 
population supplies talented people who 
are available to work at non-traditional 
schedules and thus support the city’s inter¬ 
nationally oriented economy. 

If the argument can be successfully made 
that gays and lesbians help create the unique 
environment and prosperity of San Francis¬ 
co, one must then ask whether guys and les¬ 
bians benefit proportionately. Gays and les¬ 
bians are certainly represented in all the pro¬ 
fessions and trades, and a few have risen to 
the top such as managing partners of major 
law firms. The major employers contain 



many gay and lesbian employees, some of 
whom have organized gay and lesbian em¬ 
ployees groups within their companies. 
However, there are very few openly gay or 
lesbians in top management, the most no¬ 
table being Lynn Luckow, president of 
Jossey-Bass Publishing. Among small busi¬ 
nesses, perhaps the most dynamic part of the 
local economy, there are many gay and les¬ 
bian owned businesses, as noted in the ros¬ 
ter of the Golden Gate Business Association. 
However, with the notable exceptions of few, 
such as Chip Conley’s Joie de Vivre 
Hotels and Bill Wilkinson’s 
4 Greenleaf Produce Co., most are 
* very small with few employees, 
and many are focused primarily 
on the gay and lesbian 
community. Thus, the an¬ 
swer is probably that the 
economic role of gays and 
lesbians is semi-invisible and centered on our 
own community. 

The gay and lesbian community con¬ 
tains many with the potential to help grow 
the economy. However, for gays and les¬ 
bians to share fully in that prosperity, they 
must shed their remaining shackles and 
strive to be at the top of their professions 
and trades, to be part of top management, 
and to use their creative skills to start and 
grow small businesses. As the commenta¬ 
tors said about San Francisco as a whole, the 
only things holding back gays and lesbians 
from sharing more in the city’s prosperity 
is ourselves. ▼

Reject second-class citizenship 

I was proud to have joined my fellow demonstra¬ 
tors when President Clinton came to San Francisco 
on June 9. Some of us were there primarily to show 
disapproval for his recent remarks on same-sex mar¬ 
riage. The gathering assembled a block from Senator 
Feinstein’s house, where Clinton was attending a re- 
election fundraiser. I was disappointed, however, to 
see a low turnout by local standards. 

Most voters from the Lesbian/Gay/Bisexual/Trans- 
gender (L/G/B/T) Community are not expected to 
support Bob Dole. There are some who fear that ex¬ 
pressing dissent would injure Clinton’s re-election 
prospects. Others feel a demonstration would only 
frame a photo-op for the president to illustrate his 
‘moderate’ stance as aggravating ‘extremists.’ But the 
critical issue here is fundamental civil rights, which 
Clinton has blatantly dismissed and distorted. 

Republicans in Congress have been working on a 
bill, the Defense of Marriage Act (DoMA), that would 
legislate marriage for only heterosexual couples. The 
president has already stated that he would actually 
sign such a bill into law. Doing this would play into 
the hands of his traditional political opponents. 
L/G/B/T issues are regular scapegoats Congressional 
zealots use to distract constituents from the quality 
of life issues that most people care about. Clinton 
seems to see DoMA as a political gamble that could 
lose some clout with G/L/B/T people while gaining 
more ground in Middle America. 

To add insult to injury, the president says 
that by signing DoMA, he would enhance 
If protection for the “American family.” How 
can he ignore the thousands of same-sex 
couples who serve as models for loving 
and nurturing families? And let us not 
forget the record number of heterosex¬ 
ual divorces.

Would Harvey Milk have 
banned gay rallies because it could harm the poll rat¬ 
ings of a straight politician? I think not. 

Advances for the rights of women, people of color, 
and working people were achieved by assertive, unit¬ 
ed responses to social inequities. Remaining quiet and 
passive in the face of oppression only perpetuates the 
dilemma. The L/G/B/T community had already 
proven itself pivotal in the 1992 presidential election. 
The Supreme Court’s recent ruling against Colorado’s 
Amendment 2 gives more basis to the argument 
against sexual orientation discrimination. 

Event turn-out, letters, calls, faxes, and education 
are essential to providing visibility and destroying 
myths. Widespread political pressure is required to 
win the next step in any struggle. When November 
approaches, people can decide which candidate 
makes the most sense to support. 

Meanwhile, an overwhelming rejection of second 
class citizenship should be heard loud and clear.

Animal protection 

Our Parade contingent, “Gays & Friends for Ani¬ 
mals Rights,” received the same wonderfully positive 
response from the crowd as it has for the past 15 
years, Jeff Getty’s recent misguided manipulation of 
the media notwithstanding. 

I wish Mr. Getty well. However, animal protec¬ 
tionists are not the enemy. The real enemies are those 
of a politicized (sometimes dishonest) scientific com¬ 
munity, corporate greed, inflated egos, and a growing 
insensitivity about the pain and suffering of others, 
human and nonhuman alike. 

As a long-time environmental and animal activist 
(who happens to be gay), I was greatly disturbed by 
the misinformation and mean-spiritedness of Bob 
Roehr’s one-sided 6/27 article, “ACT UPs zap 
PETAphiles.” 

Mr. Roehr conveniently failed to mention that the 
June 20-22 “World Congress for Animals” in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. attracted some 2,000 attendees from 
around the world. Speakers included Jane Goodall, 
Peter Singer ( Animal Liberation), ethicist and author 
Dr. Michael Fox, theologian Andrew Lindsey, Prof. 
Tom Regan ( The Case for Animal Rights ), scholar Jef¬ 
frey Masson ( When Elephants Weep), et. al. (Carl 
Sagan had to cancel at the last minute.) 

The purpose of the conference was to focus pub¬ 
lic scrutiny onto a broad spectrum of animal issues; 
animal research was but a small portion of the Con¬ 
gress. Also on the agenda were factory farming, hunt¬ 
ing, the fur trade, pet overpopulation, circuses, zoos, 
seal slaughter, rodeos (gay ones, too), vegetarianism 
and health, etc. 

And yet reporter Roehr focuses solely on Jeff Getty 
and his tiny band of 10. Bad reporting, folks. Nor did 
Mr. Roehr see fit to mention the three HIV-infected 
people who railed against animal research at the 
March for the Animals that same weekend, nor the 
large contingent from ACT UP that marched with us. 

It seems to me that people who think they most 
benefit from animal research, mistakenly or not, owe 
a tremendous debt to their unwilling subjects. Why, 
then, are they never in the fight to see that these ani¬ 
mals receive minimal welfare? Indeed, they generally 
oppose positive reforms at every step. 

As for the outrageous chants of “genocide,” the 
true genocide is being carried out against nonhuman 
primates worldwide, all of which are either on the 
Endangered or Threatened Species list, courtesy of 
human exploitation. 

And ACT UP/Washington’s Steve Michael tram¬ 
ples logic and human decency when he compares an¬ 
imal protectionists with Roy Cohn, Jerry Falwell, the 
Unabomber, the Oklahoma City bombers, et al. Sure¬ 
ly we can do better than this. 

Hotflash for reporter Matthew Sharp: The Animal 
Welfare Act does absolutely nothing to protect labo¬ 
ratory animals, it is little more than a good house¬ 
keeping rule. The experiments themselves are not af¬ 
fected. Some 22-70 million lab animals suffer and die 
annually in the U.S. Exempted from the AWA’s mini¬ 
mal oversight are rodents (which comprise some 85% 
of all lab animals, and for which Mr. Getty has ex¬ 
pressed his lack of concern), farm animals, birds, 
cold-blooded animals and invertebrates. Some pro¬ 
tection, hey? 

The Animal Care 8c Use Committees which Mr. 
Sharp touts are rubber-stamp operations, almost all 
of whose members are researchers themselves, the fox 
guarding the henhouse, as it were. These committees 
are closed to the public, so there is no accountability. 
Surely this is illegal in a state, taxpayer-supported in¬ 
stitution such as the University of California. 

Animal research is not the answer, it is part of the 
problem. Some scientists believe that human AIDS 
may have derived from simian AIDS via polio vaccine 
work with green monkeys in West Africa back in the 
50s. More than 150 diseases can be contracted by hu¬ 
mans from monkeys. We very well may be laying the 
groundwork for future plagues via our reliance on an¬ 
imal experimentation. 

It is also possible that we may never find a cure for 
AIDS. Yet we know how to stop the scourge now, via 
education and prevention. Only humans get AIDS - 
is it fair, then, that innocent animals have to agonize 
and die for our own hubris and lack of personal re¬ 
sponsibility? Even if the science worked (which it does 
not), it would be morally and ethically wrong. Might 
does not make right. 

Oppression, like love, is indivisible. Have we, as gay 
people, learned nothing from our own history? The 
animals, and we, deserve better.

Failure by 
the G/L/B/T community to name same-sex domestic 
violence and support members who are victimized by 
their partners perpetuates myths and endangers com¬ 
munity members. 

“Nothing is going on, my partner/ex-partner is 
crazy” is one of the oldest and most prevalent myths 
about any type of domestic violence. It’s time we as a 
community start educating ourselves rather than 
printing he “basically got crazy” in a photo caption. 

I hope that anyone who saw a man running away 
from another man and yelling, “I’m scared of you, 
You’re trying to kill me!” would believe him and try to 
help. Especially in this case when, less than a month 
later, the partner is arrested on conspiracy-to-mur- 
der, Mr. Swan seems very sane. 

Dr. Parkison expressed the classic Dr. Jekyll/ Mr. 
Hyde dual personalities many domestic violence per¬ 
petrators demonstrate when they say “I loved him” 
one moment and “he’s crazy” the next. In the end, Dr. 
Parkison may be his own worst enemy when he 
blames all others for his actions by calling them “wet 
noodles, crazy as hell, and painting them as being out 
on a witch hunt.” 

As the G/L/B/T community we must stop blindly 
believing perpetrators of domestic violence at the ex¬ 
pense of their partners who are also members of the 
community.

On Gay [+male] Day 

Gay is a gender-specific [+male] term despite its 
frequent use as a (pseudo-) generic reference. Most 
often, it refers to the male subset of the whole class of 
homosexuals. Sometimes it refers inclusively to the 
entire homosexual system of English, in which case it 
includes females. Occasionally, it refers exclusively to 
females in which case it is used euphemistically in 
place of the inherently feminine (hence more 
charged) term Lesbian. 

Gay, when used as a (pseudo-) generic referent, 
promotes male visibility at the expense of both female 
identity and Lesbian visibility. When relied upon by 
Lesbians, the unmarked [+male] euphemism repre¬ 
sents a collaboration with silence. It functions like 
self-erasure, even self-deprecation. The Lesbian ap¬ 
propriation of gay as a self-referent represents collu¬ 
sion against ourselves with men. 

The condom is a gender-specific [+male] safer-sex 
tool despite its widespread promotion-distribution as 
a (pseudo-) generic prophylactic. Particularly when 
lubricated, its use to the female subset of the whole 
class of homosexuals is highly limited, at best. Despite 
this fact, the dental dam, an inherently feminine safer- 
sex tool, is a rare phenomenon at AIDS awareness 
events (e.g. LGBT Parade), be it free or not. I was un¬ 
able to obtain one throughout the event on Sunday. 

INVISIBILITY + SILENCE = DEATH, and not 
just for gays [+male].

Later, as Ms. Tay¬ 
lor tried to sneak 
quietly out of the 
building, she found 
hundreds lining the 
streets at¬ 
tempting to 
get a glimpse 
of her. The 
crowds were so 
affectionate toward the star that 
she rolled down the tinted win¬ 
dow of her limo so she could wave 
and declare to cheers, “Keep fight¬ 
ing. We can’t give up until we get 
the cure, and we will find it.” 

As the Bob Dole for President 
campaign continues to flounder, 
the candidate was reportedly still 
trying to get retired General Colin 
Powell aboard as his veep nomi¬ 
nee in hopes of somehow saving 
the ticket. It isn’t going to happen, 
Bob. Not now, not ever. 

Dole and Powell aren’t even on 
the same wavelength. A black man 
who worked hard to get to the 
military peak, Powell is a fervent 
supporter of affirmative action. 
Dole introduced a bill to end such 
programs. Powell is pro-choice. 
Dole is giving in to the pro-lifers 
at the GOP Convention. Powell 
would educate illegal immigrants’ 
kids. Dole is strongly against it.

Although he says he is a Re¬ 
publican and will vote for Dole, 
don’t expect General Powell to ap¬ 
pear many times with Beltway 
Bob before November.

Speaking of AIDS, the fight 
against the pandemic has fared 
better under President Bill Clin¬ 
ton than under his predecessors, 
but he still hasn’t fulfilled his cam¬ 
paign pledge to fund needle-ex¬ 
change programs that could fight 
the virus’s spread. The Presiden¬ 
tial Advisory Council on 
HIV/AIDS recently criticized the 
continuing ban on federally fund¬ 
ed programs for drug addicts to 
exchange dirty needles for clean 
ones. 

The New York chapter of the 
predominantly gay/lesbian Log 
Cabin Republicans have given 
their Lincoln Achievement Award 
to N.Y. Senator Alfonse D’Ama¬ 
to, the national chair of the Dole 
presidential campaign. Hmm. 
Where was the Hillary-hating 
D’Amato when the Religious 
Right forced their waffling nomi¬ 
nee to return a $1,000 campaign 
donation to the gay Repubs? 

Tennis great Martina 
Navratilova introduced her new 
significant other, model Hunter 
Reno (U.S. Attorney General 
Janet Reno’s niece), to friends 
while attending Wimbledon in 
London last week. Martina on the 
love match: “I’ve never been one 
to hide, and I love Hunter in a way 
I haven’t loved before. It’s a pure 
love.” Miss Reno? She responds 
through her spokeswoman that 
“Martina’s a very special person, 
and we enjoy spending time to¬ 
gether.”

Take a stereotype to lunch

C ome Pride Week, writers get 
to ponder in print the state 
of the community. This, of 
course, assumes first that we are 
one community instead of a 
number of vaguely overlapping 
subcommunities. I lean toward 
the overlapping subgroups model. 
I’m not even sure they really over¬ 
lap sufficiently to make up a com¬ 
munity instead of a loose confed¬ 
eration, since people from differ¬ 
ent subgroups feel so alienated 
from each other. In particular, 
those less “queer” than others 
often feel they have no place in the 
community because of their low 
QQ - queer quotient. Others, 
shell-shocked in the minefields of 
our political, romantic, and sexu¬ 
al dramas, run from identification 
as part of the community. 

While many of us are quite 
content to do the things our sub¬ 
group does and find meaning 
therein, the temptation to look at 
another group’s activities and 
wonder what it says about “our” 
collective lives and political goals 
can get overwhelming. Susan Ger¬ 
hard recently showed up again in 
the Bay Guardian with an article 
that asked - possibly rhetorically 
- whether lesbian and gay parent¬ 
ing, and the push for the right to 
marry, means we’re abandoning 
sexual liberation. She noted that 
gay parents in the suburbs were 
transforming the mainstream 
through active involvement in 
their children’s schools, etc. - and 
until fairly recently, in the face of 
gay anti-’’breeder” prejudice. 

Still, there’s a point to be made 
there: we who love and have sex 
with members of our own gender 
are disproportionately affected 
not only by moves to legislate the 
sexual behavior of consenting 
adults but also by attempts to 
control access to information and 
dialogue on matters of sex and re¬ 
production, whether for adults or 
those younger. We are the ones 
against whom sodomy (and 
other) laws are most likely to be 
enforced; indeed, some states have 
laws targeting only same-gender 
nonprocreative sex. Sexual free¬ 
dom is, perforce, our First 
Amendment: a near absolute in 
terms of necessity to defend. 

Shortsighted criticism 

At the same time, criticizing 
the desire to be able to marry is 


shortsighted. The standard ratio¬ 
nale for this criticism is wanting 
recognition and “rights” for our 
partnerships without having to 
“assimilate” or play by govern¬ 
ment rules. Gerhard noted that 
“not all gays and lesbians want to 
lose their outsider status.” (So we 
all move to where there are 
enough of us to be “in” for being 
“out.” Go fig.) Yet in terms of 
airtight recognition (and 
rights), marriage would be 
“one-stop shopping”: diffi¬ 
cult to approximate 
through other legal paper¬ 
work, more effective 
for being so definitive 
(in terms of statute, 
case law and cus¬ 
tom). 

What’s the 
alternative? All 
the rights 
without the mutual financial 
obligations? Like that’s ever going 
to happen. “Hi, America, we want 
you to recognize our relationship, 
and let us have the same goodies 
as het couples, but we don’t want 
to have to be part of your culture.” 
I’m like, so sure. 

I doubt we will ever have to be 
just like middle-of-the-road 
whitebread Americans to be able 
to live in peace and freedom. And 
it’s no skin off my nose to realize 
LGBT folks may have as many 
whitebread types among us, pro¬ 
portionately, as the population at 
large. We are everywhere, right? 
Including at the Tupperware par¬ 
ties and Moose lodges. The urge 
to “queer” anything mainstream 
so qne can indulge in it without 
guilt strikes me as a bit compul¬ 
sive. 

Companion compulsion 

There’s a companion compul¬ 
sion to this one: the need to cen¬ 
sor LGBT folks who look like 
stereotypes in hopes one can meet 
the other stereotype of being “just 
like everybody else except for 
what we do in bed.” Pardon me, 
but these boundaries everyone 
else is setting up bore me to tears. 
I, for one, manage being main- 
stream-friendly while making no 
bones about having a queer sexu¬ 
ality just fine. It’s called being an 
individual. It’s about valuing 
other people for their values and 
character and expecting the same 
in return, regardless of main¬ 
stream/outsider status and behav¬ 
ior. 

So, I’m disgusted with people 


who think the only way to get 
mainstreamed enough to be 
mainstream, rights-wise, is to kiss 
up to a conventionality based on 
appearances.

I chal¬ 
lenge gay left orthodoxy nearly 
every week - but as a 
leatherwoman whose 
movement track record 
could blow the doors off 
Bawer’s any day, I strenu¬ 
ously object to being called 
a “fringe element” who 
harms the movement. 
It’s absurd to think we 
can achieve equal rights 
only by being 
walking 
“Morning in 
America” bill¬ 
boards 24/7. 

Leather and drag and women 
bikers and bare flesh onFreedom 
Day don’t cause homophobic re¬ 
porting; the homophobic bias is 
already there. What’s the image of 
Mardi Gras: krewes tossing 
medallions and traditional jazz, or 
drunken frat boys with “Show us 
your tits” signs? The religious 
right will see what it wants to see, 
videotape what it wants to video¬ 
tape, at our Mardi Gras. The other 
364 days, leatherfolk and drag 
queens and bikers and hippies are 
out in the larger community 
showing the content of their char¬ 
acter. They go to work, mind their 
neighborhoods, raise their kids 
alongside their straight neighbors. 
(And they do more charity 
fundraising than Log Cabin Re¬ 
publicans.) 

As a woman, all I have to do to 
be an outlaw is have a sexuality 
other than assuming the mission¬ 
ary position for a husband. Peo¬ 
ple who threaten me with the stig¬ 
ma of being “unladylike” do so 
only to keep me in line. At the an¬ 
nual Dyke March, women togeth¬ 
er have the power to go bare¬ 
chested on streets where we fear 
mugging and rape the rest of the 
year, no matter how “respectable” 
we look and act. I, too, miss the 
point of compulsory queerness. 
But I gain my human rights by 
embracing the whole of my hu¬ 
manity: preppie, public relations 
copywriter, hippie, leatherdyke, 
athlete, and “bad girl.” We who 
carry ourselves as queer human 
beings worthy of respect are the 
community’s best PR.

group called “PCs 4 PWAs” 
is seeking computers for do¬ 
nation to the Santa Cruz 
AIDS Project (SCAP). The all-vol¬ 
unteer project then provides train¬ 
ing, assists clients in setting up the 
computers, and helps them get on¬ 
line to access needed information. 

The project started two years 
ago, when several people in the 
Santa Cruz area began posting e- 
mail messages on a bulletin board 
about getting computers to per¬ 
sons with AIDS. In the space of 
just a couple of weeks, plans were 
made to start the group. 

John McAnally, the de facto or¬ 
ganizer of PCs 4 PWAs and now its 
volunteer coordinator, said a lot has 
changed since it got off the ground. 
That first year, the group gave out 
six computers and obtained dona¬ 
tions mostly by word of mouth. 

Since the program started two 
years ago, McAnally said he’s been 
able to help 20-25 people. 

“Essentially, the whole project, 
from the first germ of an idea to 
actual donation and set-up at a 
client’s house, was done by e- 
mail,” McAnally states on the 
group’s web site. 

These days, McAnally, who 
lives in Boulder Creek, pretty 
much does everything, from pick¬ 
ing up donated equipment to get¬ 
ting it repaired if needed and set 
up. This year, PCs 4 PWAs doesn’t 
have a budget, so McAnally has 
started recycling old computer 
equipment to raise money. 
McAnally has also spent his own 
money helping others. 

Last year, the group received 
$200 from the SCAP. The money 
went to repair a Mac Plus and 
hard drive. This year, McAnally 
said, the group received a $100 do¬ 
nation from a woman whose son 


died of AIDS-related illnesses. 

More money and equipment 
donations are needed, he added. 

Santa the junkman 

Since the program is affiliated 
with SCAP, McAnally said only 
clients of that agency are eligible 
to receive the equipment. Howev¬ 
er, he told the B.A.R. that he 
hopes to incorporate PCs 4 PWAs 
as a separate nonprofit so that he 
can help more people.' 

“We’re probably going to in¬ 
corporate as a nonprofit this year,” 
McAnally said. “I’d like to give 
computers to anyone who asks. It’s 
kind of like being Santa Claus and 
a junk collector at the same time.” 

Due to limited funds, McAnal¬ 
ly said right now there are ten peo¬ 
ple on a waiting list for equipment. 

PCs 4 PWAs doesn’t turn 
down any donated equipment, 
working or not, except non-work¬ 
ing monitors. Repairs are done by 
Dave’s Computers in Santa Cruz. 
The business just charges for 
parts; the labor is donated, 
McAnally noted. 

The basic computer system is a 
Macintosh Plus with four megs of 
RAM, a 40-meg hard drive, key¬ 
board, mouse, and a 2400-14.4 
baud modem. The equivalent in 
the IBM-compatible world is a 
386/Windows machine with the 
same peripherals, or at the very 
least, a 286 upgradable to Win¬ 
dows, McAnally said. 

“I have set up a Mac Plus sys¬ 
tem for people, given them 20-30 
minutes of instruction, and 
stepped back and watched them 
run with it,” he said. 

People receiving the donations 
have varying degrees of comput¬ 
er skills, needs, and energy to put 
into learning and using the ma¬ 
chines, he added. 

“We do ask that they [clients] 
be able to use the machine with¬ 


out having to take a computer 
class, unless of course they want 
to,” McAnally said. 

Faxing and relaxing 

Clients who have received the 
donated equipment use the com¬ 
puters for “anything and every¬ 
thing,” McAnally noted. 

“One lady uses hers for her 
recipe collection and for helping 
put out SCAP’s newsletter. Sever¬ 
al are faxing their doctors with 
paperwork it usually takes days, 
and much energy, to get delivered 
- not a small thing to them,” 
McAnally said. “Others love to 
relax playing computer games.” 

And some have ended up join¬ 
ing the computer bulletin board 
that helped start the whole project. 

“Some are members of The 
Electric Cafe, joining over 750 
people in a virtual community, e- 
mailing, posting, chatting, and 
moderating, contacting SCAP 
and the local food bank, and mak¬ 
ing friends and staying part of the 
community around them even 
when they can’t leave their 
homes,” McAnally said. “Others 
have ventured out onto the Inter¬ 
net, accessing the storehouse of 
medical information that is so 
vital to their well-being.” 

Since starting PCs 4 PWAs, 
McAnally said he’s stayed in con¬ 
tact with about half of the people 
he has helped. 

“We haven’t lost anyone that I 
know of,” he said. 

Ever in search of equipment, 
McAnally said he’s started getting 
in touch with corporations, ask¬ 
ing they keep PCs 4 PWAs in 
mind when they upgrade com¬ 
puter equipment. 

“Right now, we’re kind of on 
our own,” McAnally said. 

McAnally said he’ll pick up 
equipment in Santa Cruz County, 
San Jose, and Monterey County, 


though he added that if it’s worth 
it, he’d go just about anywhere in 
the Bay Area. ▼

M embers of the East Bay

who works in the city manager’s 
office and helped with the recent 
domestic partnership legislation 
passed by the council on June 25. 
It is expected that residents in 
Oakland will be able to register as 
domestic partners this October. 

Brown also thanked the 
EBL/GDC and the city of Oak¬ 
land. 

“I’m being honored for over¬ 
coming bureaucratic inertia,” 
Brown said. “It wouldn’t have 
been possible without the support 
of the city manager and especial¬ 
ly Councilman Russo, and sup¬ 
port outside city government.” 

Brown noted club members 
have attended and spoke at city 
council meetings. But, she added, 
the domestic partner legislation 
was also the product of “an atti¬ 
tude of tolerance in the city of 
Oakland.” 

Brown has been working for 
the city since 1991. She played a 
major role in the organization of 
the Community Restoration De¬ 
velopment Center, the one-stop 
center for rebuilding from the 
Oakland Hills firestorm. 

Currently, Brown is working to 
implement the city’s Enhanced 
Enterprise Community Program, 
a comprehensive community re¬ 


vitalization effort focusing on 
Oakland’s most distressed neigh¬ 
borhoods. Her goals are to bring 
about positive change in commu¬ 
nities through promotion of col¬ 
laborative efforts, appreciation of 
diversity, and being human with¬ 
in the bureaucracy. 

After the awards were present¬ 
ed, Brenda Crawford, vice presi¬ 
dent of the EBL/GDC, spoke to 
the audience and commented on 
the diversity of the crowd. 

“This gathering is so wonder¬ 
ful,” Crawford said, “There’s a lot 
more color in this room than in 
years past. This is the largest an¬ 
nual dinner we’ve had.” 

Crawford also said she’s mak¬ 
ing the decision to run for office. 
She told the B.A.R. that she’s 
“strategically preparing” to run 
for office sometime in the future. 
Most likely, it will be for a seat on 
the Oakland City Council, she 
added.

room of the Mark Hopkins Hotel. 
He is charged with one count of 
murder, 12 counts of arson, and a 
single count of auto theft, accord¬ 
ing to police. 

According to San Francisco 
police homicide inspector 
Napoleon Hendrix, Geyer was 
initially held on a 24-hour sui¬ 
cide watch after confessing. In¬ 
vestigators said he expressed re¬ 
morse for the crimes and asked 
for psychological help following 
his capture. 

According to Fire Department 


Captain Elmer Carr, Geyer was 
known to arson investigators as a 
witness at local Fires, and for re¬ 
porting Fires. He had been taken 
in for questioning the night of the 
fire, after firefighters spotted him 
watching the Fire at 1101 Bush 
Street, but was released. 

Fire investigators also said he 
has a childhood history of arson, 
seemed to have a fetish for fires in 
men’s bathrooms, and apparently 
used no accelerants when he set 
the fires. 

During the Bush Street blaze, a 
friend of Geyer’s was credited for 
running into the building and 
leading a woman and her child to 
safety. V

S an Francisco Supervisor 
Susan Leal won the unani¬ 
mous support of the Board 
of Supervisors Monday, July 15 in 
approving a resolution that urges 
the Department of Parking and 
Traffic to install a “pedestrian pre¬ 
ferred” crossing at 18th and Cas¬ 
tro streets, the busiest intersection 
in the heart of the Castro District. 

Currently in use at some 
downtown intersections, such as 
the one at Pine and Montgomery 
streets, pedestrian preferred cross¬ 
ings stop vehicular trafFic in all 
four directions and create a 
pedestrian-only zone in which 
people can cross from any corner 
to any other corner. 

“The intersection at Castro 
and 18th streets is heavily traveled 
and can be treacherous at times 
for pedestrians,” Leal said. “A 
pedestrian preferred crossing will 
make it easier for cars and pedes¬ 
trians to peacefully coexist in this 
busy neighborhood.” 

Leal said she introduced the 
legislation at the suggestion of a 
constituent who noticed that 
pedestrian preferred crossings 
work well in the downtown area 
and near Union Square.

Castro planning group 
holding community 
meeting Friday

•flip he Castro Area Planning 
^ and Action (CAPA) group 
m will hold a public meeting 
Friday, July 19, to give the re¬ 
sults of a recent workshop 
about the future of the popular 
San Francisco neighborhood 
long identified with the gay 
community. 

An intensive two-day work¬ 
shop organized by CAPA was held 
in May. Those who attended in¬ 
cluded architects, city planners, 
representatives from city depart¬ 
ments, landscape designers, 
neighborhood leaders, and other 
experts. They began developing 
plans based on opinions gathered 
at public community forums. 

The meeting Friday is to dis¬ 
cuss issues brought up at the 
workshop. 

“These first results are prelim¬ 
inary concepts to give residents an 
idea of the kind of changes that 
can be accomplished over the 
long term,” said Linton Stables, 
one of the workshop coordina¬ 


tors. “This is a first step to get con¬ 
sensus toward development of a 
master plan for our neighbor¬ 
hood.” 

Stables emphasized that noth¬ 
ing has been proposed for any 
particular piece of property. 
Rather, the maps and drawings 
offer possible solutions to identi¬ 
fied problem areas. 

At Friday’s meeting, there will 
be an hour-long slide presenta¬ 
tion showing conceptual render¬ 
ings of several ideas that came out 
of the May workshop. These 
range from the short-term, such 
as simple improvements of orga¬ 
nized street cleaning, to long-term 
projects such as small businesses 
along underdeveloped portions of 
Market Street. 

CAPA members stress that 
these are long-range ideas and 
they want as much community 
input as possible over the next few 
months. The organization will 
have a “road show” to present the 
ideas to various community 
groups to gather additional infor¬ 
mation. 

“1 want to stress that this is a 


process,” Stables told the B.A.R. 
“We’re hoping lots of people get 
involved with positive or negative 
comments.” 

Stables added that CAPA has 
been having meetings since last 
fall and that this particular 
process began in February. 

CAPA is working with the 
community to create a better fu¬ 
ture for everyone who lives, 
works, and visits the Castro, 
members noted. The neighbor¬ 
hood is the primary cultural area 
for the gay and lesbian communi¬ 
ty and serves as a place where peo¬ 
ple of diverse identities live, work, 
and play. Members of the group 
are committed to shaping the fu¬ 
ture of the Castro through plan¬ 
ning and action, as well as build¬ 
ing relationships with other 
neighborhoods and city govern¬ 
ment. ▼

an opening speaker originally 
from Kenya. 

"It’s time for us to stand up 
and take control because if we 
don’t nobody will let us,” Russell 
David Roybal said in his keynote 
address. One well-attended con¬ 
ference workshop that focused on 
political participation and direct 
action was designed to teach 
queer youth to do just that. 

The conference was divided up 
into five workshop sessions. Titles 
ranged from “The Science of 
Sodomy: An Advanced Course in 
Safe Sex and the Science of HIV for 
Young Queer Men” to “How to be 
a Diva” to “Queer With Kids? You, 
Too, Can Join the Gayby Boom.” 
Despite disruption attempts by 
members of the Coalition to De¬ 
fend Affirmative Action by Any 
Means Necessary, most workshops 
were productive. There were also 
caucuses for people of particular 
ethnic or religious groups. Movies 
with gay themes were played in 
one room while another was des¬ 
ignated the “chill room.” 

Looking much like her audi¬ 
ence, Leslie Katz, the youngest San 
Francisco County Supervisor and 
an open lesbian, spoke to the con¬ 
ference after the opening speak¬ 
ers. Katz had some inspiring 
words for young people in the au¬ 
ditorium, but she brought the 
house down when she presented a 
resolution from Mayor Brown 
that proclaimed July 13-14 
“Queer Youth Weekend.”

dinators were only expecting 250 
youth. But a last-minute surge of 
registrations, including about 100 
on Saturday morning, pushed the 
number of youth over 400. “This 
is the largest gathering of queer 
youth I’ve seen” said Russell 
David Roybal. 

Those attending the confer¬ 
ence were encouraged by the 
numbers. “This proves there is a 
large need for a place where 
young LGBTQ people can gather 
and learn from one another,” said 
Dennis Isner, the event’s media 
coordinator. “I was really sur¬ 
prised by the number of people 
who showed up.” 

“I think this conference is past 
due,” said Alfonso Diaz, a confer¬ 
ence staff person. 

From the diverse assembly of 
youth it was obvious that coordi¬ 
nators did an excellent job of re¬ 
cruitment. Youth came from all 
over the United States and Cana¬ 
da. Youth groups led large contin¬ 
gents from Los Angeles, Seattle, 
and Vancouver. Seventeen-year- 
old Brian Stewart drove to San 
Francisco with a group of 11 from 
a program in Vancouver called 
“Queerlings.” They raised money 
for the trip by washing cars back 
home and stayed in a house pro¬ 
vided by P-FLAG (Parents, Fami¬ 
lies, and Friends of Lesbian and 
Gays). Their biggest adventure 
was crossing the border from 
Canada to the U.S. 

“We had to cover up all our 
gay signs because the officials 
don’t have to let gay people across 
the border,” said Stewart. 


“I’m just happy to get away 
from my homophobic family,” he 
said, “I’ll be back next year even if 
I have to walk.” 

Youth also flowed into San 
Francisco from every city in the 
Bay Area. Emily Schoenrock, resi¬ 
dent of Orinda, succinctly stated 
why she came to San Francisco: 
“There aren’t many gay things 
that go on in the East Bay.” 

Where the boys are 

LYRIC plans to turn the con¬ 
ference into an annual event. The 
general mood of organizers and 
attendees was overwhelmingly 
positive and optimistic. “All in all 
it went very well,” said Chris 
Young. Expectations were met 


and goals achieved. 

There was at least one other 
goal of many conference atten¬ 
dees. 

“I came because of the cute 
boys,” said Rafael Canadas of San 
Jose. 

And although match-making 
was not a goal of coordinators, as 
Isner put it, “Icebreakers are sim¬ 
ply organized cruising.” 

The lack of efforts to bring 
people together had an adverse ef¬ 
fect on some. “I found that most 
people stuck with the people they 
came with,” said one attendee. But 
while some went home on Sunday

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HIV infection still 
escalating among SF gay youth

HB etween one and two per¬ 
cent of young gay and bi¬ 
sexual men who live in San 
Francisco are continuing to be¬ 
come newly infected with the 
HIV each year, according to a 
University of California San 
Francisco study presented at the 
11th International Conference 
on AIDS Wednesday, July 10. 

The study results from the 
current cycle of HIV testing in¬ 
cluded 523 men between the ages 
of 18 and 29. When the first 
group in the study was tested in 
1993, 18 percent were HIV-in¬ 
fected, said Dennis Osmond, 
Ph.D., UCSF assistant professor 
of medicine, epidemiology and 
biostatistics at the UCSF-affiliat- 
ed San Francisco General Hospi¬ 
tal. In 1994, 2.6 percent more of 
the men had become infected, 
and in both 1995 and 1996, an 
additional 1.4 percent became 
infected each year. 

“While the percentage of 
those newly infected declined 
slightly from the first year of the 
study,” Osmond said, “there has¬ 
n’t been any subsequent change 
in the rate and, in any case, that 
decline wasn’t statistically signif¬ 
icant.” 

Most important, he said, is 
that there has been no significant 
reduction in high-risk behavior 
practiced by the participants in 
the study. “The proportion of 
those practicing high risk behav¬ 
ior has not changed over the 
three years; it has been the same 
and that corresponds with the 
fact that there has been no signif¬ 
icant change in the seroconver¬ 
sion rates,” Osmond said. 

The study was a household 
survey of young gay and bisexu¬ 
al men living in San Francisco. It

Francisco Men’s Health Study, 
which was the first large epi¬ 
demiological study of gay males 
based on a household survey and 
which helped define the HIV in¬ 
fection prevalence in the city in 
the early days of the epidemic. 

The new study, called the San 
Francisco Young Men’s Health 
Study, also was population-based 
and used a sample of randomly 
selected households along with a 
second group of non-randomly 
recruited participants. The total 
number of men recruited was 
1,042, of whom 523 were includ¬ 


ed in the data for the current 
cycle of testing. 

Each participant consented to 
answer questions about high risk 
sexual behavior and to be tested 
at intervals for HIV infection. 
“What we found discouraging 
was that, so far, behavior isn’t 
showing an improvement,” Os¬ 
mond said. “Even here in San 
Francisco, and in this study 
where the men were counseled 
and have information about safe 
sex, the seroconversion rate is 
still too high. 

“The question is, is this as 
good as we can do? Is this the 
bottom line for risk in this group 
of men? We found that ten per¬ 
cent are still practicing the high¬ 
est risk behavior - unprotected 
receptive anal intercourse with 
partners not known to be HIV¬ 
negative. This hasn’t changed 
much over the three years we 
have been doing the study,” he 
said. 

These men are young, Os¬ 
mond pointed out, and if they 
continue to become infected at a 
rate of 1.4 percent per year, one- 
third of them could be infected 
by the time they are in their for¬ 
ties. “We are seeing the next gen¬ 
eration of the AIDS epidemic in 
San Francisco in this cohort,” he 
said.

Testimony prevents AIDS program cuts

T he Solano County Board of 
Supervisors unanimously 
rejected proposed cuts in 
many county AIDS programs at a 
standing room only meeting in 
Fairfield last Tuesday, July 9. 

People with AIDS in Solano 
•County rallied themselves, their 
friends, and ACT UPs Golden 
Gate and East Bay for the meet¬ 
ing. ACT UP, particularly for the 
local media attention Jeff Getty 
would garner, was invited to speak 
on behalf of local people who 
would be too embarrassed or 
afraid to reveal their HIV status. 
Glenn Brown, a PWA and an or¬ 
ganizer of the event, said there is 
much discrimination, homopho¬ 
bia, and AIDSphobia embedded 
in Solano County. 

The efforts by Brown and oth¬ 
ers led to a presence of over 100 
people, and moving testimony by 
PWAs and their families. The 
crowd was racially diverse and in¬ 
cluded many mothers with chil¬ 
dren, mirroring Solano County’s 
949 AIDS cases. 

Much of the testimony re¬ 
volved around how it would save 
money in the long run to keep 
and expand present services and 
education. Many were concerned 
about the proposed closure of the 
viral clinic run by Dr. Mark Maus, 
which serves 90 patients. 

“By cutting Maus’s clinic, his 
lab and other education, we’re 
cutting our own throats,” said 
PWA James Burn. “We need 
more, not less of these programs. 
People will be forced to rely on 
emergency rooms for more cost¬ 
ly, less effective care.” 

Clifton Bynum, a hemophiliac 
infected since 1978, testified that

before being seen by Dr. Maus he 
was wrongly diagnosed and given 
the wrong medicine on more than 
one occasion. 

Studies have shown that PWAs 
survive twice as long when cared 
for by HIV-experienced 
providers, rather than general 
practitioners who are unfamiliar 
with many opportunistic infec¬ 
tions and not up-to-date on the 
latest treatments. 

Lee Ann Tidel showed the 
board a picture of her 30-year old 
sister who died of AIDS only four 
days after finding out she was 
HIV-positive. She stressed the 
need for more education and 
early intervention. 

Cynthia Martinez, who recent¬ 
ly lost a brother to AIDS, said she 
knew 37 people with HIV - and 
that 16 of them were children. 

Sharon Costa discovered she was 
HIV-positive in 1984. She said she 
was “shuffled around” the system to 
doctors with no HIV knowledge. 
“I’ve been with Dr. Maus’s viral clin¬ 
ic since 1986,” she testified, “and I 
feel my health will deteriorate with¬ 
out the clinic and its lab.” 

Sharon’s mother, Sadie Costa, 


implored the board to provide 
more AIDS services, pleading, “I 
don’t want my daughter to die.” 

Public Health Director Dr. Tom 
Charron lamented, “We don’t have 
the resources to provide the depth 
and breadth of services to face the 
problems we’re going to see over 
the next ten years.” 

Supervisor Bill Carroll of Va¬ 
caville said, “I can’t think of a dis¬ 
ease in the history of this country 
with more meetings and commit¬ 
tees while the band plays on. It’s 
been politically swept under the 
rug. We should be doubling our 
efforts. Forget the morals a lot of 
people throw into this. It’s a major 
public health issue. People who 
think it’s not a threat to them bet¬ 
ter come out of the rain.” 

Kaiser Solano’s Director of 
Community Health Partnerships, 
Steve Graham, summed up the 
evening. “The board was im¬ 
pressed by ACT UP, local infected 
residents, people who’ve lost 
loved ones, and Doctors Charron 
and Maus. A lot more needs to be 
done to share the care and to es¬ 
tablish an early intervention clin¬ 
ic. Dr. Charron estimates that of 
the 1,600 HIV-positive residents 
without AIDS, only 200 know 
their status. 

Solano Partnership Health 
Plan, which is the county’s man¬ 
aged care plan, came under par¬ 
ticular fire by many in the audi¬ 
ence for providing generally poor 
AIDS services. 

“We need more qualified 
providers,” Graham said. “Kaiser 
and Dr. Maus’s county HIV clinic 
basically care for all the 
HIV/AIDS cases. We need a better 
delivery system and more willing¬ 
ness on the part of all health 
providers in Solano County to 
share the care.” T

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Kaiser announces plans for 
HIV care unit at community forum

epresentatives from Kaiser 
Permanente presented a 
HIV Community Forum 
Monday, July 15, where about 95 
people heard about news from the 
International Conference on 
AIDS in Vancouver, and also of 


Kaiser’s plans for a new HIV care 
unit at its San Francisco medical 
center. 

Concurrent San Francisco fo¬ 
rums on the AIDS conference 
were also held that night by the 
Conant Foundation and Univer¬ 
sity of California, San Francisco 
AIDS specialists. 

“The theme of tonight’s forum 


is one of change,” said Dr. Robert 
Klein, associate executive director 
for operations for Kaiser Perma¬ 
nente. “Kaiser’s been heavily in¬ 
volved in HIV since the early 
1980s.” 

He added that Kaiser has made 
changes in its HIV treatment, and 
now offers viral load testing as 
part of its clinical therapy for pa¬ 
tients. 

Dr. Michael Pawlik, who was 
just named medical director for 
HIV services at Kaiser San Fran¬ 
cisco, said the HIV care unit will 
open this fall to supplement care 
to Kaiser HIV/AIDS patients. It 
will have eight physicians staffing 
it, he said. 

Beverly Hayon, director of ex¬ 
ternal affairs for Kaiser Perma¬ 
nente, said the firm will watch 
how San Francisco’s HIV care unit 
operates, and if it’s successful, 
other Kaiser hospitals will begin 
to adopt its policies. 

Kaiser came under criticism 
last year when demonstrators 
called on the healthcare giant to 
offer HIV viral load testing, which 
it ultimately did. At Monday’s 
meeting, a question was asked 
about whether Kaiser is using the 
newer, second generation of the 
test. 

“We started using the second 
generation test July 8,” said Dr. 
Gene Pawlik. “The first generation 
test measured to 10,000 copies 
[and above]. The second genera¬ 
tion test measures to 500 copies, 
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and that’s the test we’re currently 
doing.” 

Haylon acknowledged that 
concerns were raised last Decem¬ 
ber 1, World AIDS Day, about 
Kaiser’s policies, particularly con¬ 
cerning viral load testing. 

“In the last few months, we’ve 
managed to make progress not 
only in San Francisco, but 
throughout northern California,” 
she said. “This is our 50th year, 
and we’re listening to the com¬ 
munity.”

Northern California, said he 
found a “great deal of dialogue” 
between people who have AIDS 
and those on the research and de¬ 
velopment front at the confer¬ 
ence, ar-d he came back from the 
Interna; ional Conference on 
AIDS wirh new optimism.

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Patient Protection Act to be on 
November ballot in California 

Forbids 'dangerous healthcare excesses'

' he California Nurses Associ¬ 
ation and the Foundation 
m for Taxpayer and Consumer 
Rights have joined forces to place 
an initiative on the November 
ballot that proponents say will 
protect patients from unsafe med¬ 
ical care. 

Supporters gathered 830,000 
signatures to put the Patient Pro¬ 
tection Act on the California bal¬ 
lot. They say it forbids some of the 
worst healthcare practices affect¬ 
ing the estimated 17 million Cali¬ 
fornians - or 75 percent of all 
people insured - enrolled in 
“managed care” health systems. 

“The Patient Protection Act 
addresses some of the most con¬ 
troversial and dangerous excesses 
of the healthcare business today,” 
stated Rose Ann DeMoro, execu¬ 
tive director of the California 
Nurses Association and Harvey 
Rosenfield, of the Foundation for 
Taxpayer and Consumer Rights. 

According to DeMoro and 
Rosenfield, the act would prohib¬ 
it health maintenance organiza¬ 
tions (HMOs) from using un¬ 
qualified personnel to treat pa¬ 
tients; forbids the use of financial 


incentives such as bonuses to 
physicians and nurses to limit 
treatment, referrals, and hospital¬ 
izations; and forbids the unau¬ 
thorized sale of medical records. 

The initiative would also re¬ 
quire a second opinion from a 
qualified health professional, 
based on a physical exam, before 


Moro and Rosenfield. 

“We expect the insurance in¬ 
dustry to spend tens of millions of 
dollars to defeat the Patient Pro¬ 
tection Act, just as they did in 
1988 in their unsuccessful effort 
to defeat Proposition 103,” De¬ 
Moro and Rosenfield stated. 

Proposition 103, the initiative

to reform the auto insurance in¬ 
dustry, was co-authored by 
Rosenfield. Voters approved the 
measure in 1988. 

No federal protection 

On Tuesday, July 8 backers of 
the Patient Protection Act con¬ 
demned a Clinton Administration 
decision to yank similar proposed 
federal rules to limit HMO 
bonuses to doctors. 

“Patient safety seems to be of 
less importance than bowing to 
the interests of the wealthy HMO 
and insurance lobby,” Rosenfield 
said. “It’s apparent we can’t count 
on the politicians to protect the 
public. It will be up to the people 
to stand up to this out-of-control 
industry.” 

Rules to restrict the HMO 
practice of awarding bonuses to 
doctors who restrict care for 


Medicare and Medicaid (or Med- 
iCal in California) patients were 
being suspended by the Clinton 
Administration, it was reported 
last week. The action came fol¬ 
lowing protests by Kaiser Perma- 
nente, Aitna, Humana, and other 
HMO and insurance giants, 
Rosenfield noted. 

Proponents of the Patient Pro¬ 
tection Act maintain that bonuses 
to deny care have become a na¬ 
tional scandal. They said that the 
use of such incentives while re¬ 
stricting care result in the indus¬ 
try making record profits. 

“These abuses have become 
endemic in managed care. They 
are a strain on our healthcare sys¬ 
tem, and a strain on our society,” 
said Kit Costello, a registered 
nurse and president of the Cali¬ 
fornia Nurses Association. “When

ast week, the members of 
ACT UP/Golden Gate’s 
llsisf: Treatment Issues Commit¬ 
tee attended the XI International 
AIDS Conference in Vancouver. 
By now, considerable media at¬ 
tention has been paid to the pro¬ 
tease inhibitors and combination 
therapy. However, as with many 
conferences, many of the smaller, 
less publicized sessions contained 
material that will in the coming 
years directly affect and hopefully 
benefit people with AIDS. In the 
coming weeks, ACT UP/Golden 
Gate members will report on 
what we learned in Vancouver. 
Here are four important advances 
that will help people with and 
without HIV-disease: a possible 
test for lymphoma, a new protease 
inhibitor, the effect of anti-viral 
therapy on HIV-transmission, 
and update on vaccines. 

Who will get lymphoma? 

Researchers are developing a 
potential blood test that may 
allow physicians to predict which 
patients are likely to develop lym¬ 
phoma in the next 12 to 18 
months (Abstract Mo.B.43I). 
AIDS-lymphoma, a condition 
that affects three to ten percent of 
people with AIDS, remains an 
often terminal condition. One sig¬ 
nificant difficulty in the treatment 
of AIDS lymphoma is that pa¬ 
tients frequently find out too late 


that they have lymphoma. Diag¬ 
nosis can be delayed as lymphoma 
symptoms such as fevers, swollen 
lymph nodes and weight loss can 
be mistaken for symptoms of HIV 
or other opportunistic infections. 
As a result, treatment can be more 
difficult, and sometimes futile. 

Researchers at the Multi¬ 
center AIDS cohort study 
site in Los Angeles 
compared blood col- ^ 
lected from people 
later diagnosed with 
AIDS lymphoma with 
that of people with HIV 
and AIDS as well as with 
HIV-negative per¬ 
sons. They found that 
levels of blood levels 
of sCD23, also called 
B-cell growth factor, were twenty 
times higher in patients who de¬ 
veloped lymphoma in the next 
12-18 months compared with all 
other groups. They also found sig¬ 
nificantly elevated levels of IgE (a 
class of antibodies linked to aller¬ 
gic reactions) and sCD27 (a mol¬ 
ecule has a stimulatory effect on 
the immune system). This may 
also explain how lymphomas 
occur since most AIDS-lym- 
phomas are caused by an over¬ 
proliferation of B-cells. 

Researchers concluded that 
“significantly elevated levels of 
sCD23, IgE, and sCD27 were seen 
in those who developed AIDS 
lymphoma, when compared with 
others with AIDS (without lym¬ 
phoma), or to HIV- or HIV+ sub¬ 
jects who did not have AIDS.” In 


an earlier article (Blood, 
85(7): 1843-9), these researchers 
discuss sCD23 and IgE in more 
detail. 

These tests may make it possi¬ 
ble for physicians to determine 
which patients are at high risk for 
developing AIDS lymphoma, 
much as markers such as beta- 
HCG and alpha-fetoprotein 
are currently used to 
track possible tumors. 
Physicians and pa¬ 
tients will then be able 
to watch for, and more 
aggressively evaluate, 
possible lymphoma 
symptoms. 

In the future, it 
may be possible to 
prevent lymphoma 
by treating pdtients with elevated 
levels of these compounds with 
immune-modulators or antiviral 
agents that target HIV or lym¬ 
phoma-linked viruses such as Ep- 
stein-Barr virus. 

Interestingly, it is possible to 
get IgE measurements through 
many medical laboratories, in¬ 
cluding the clinical lab at San 
Francisco General Hospital. Sim¬ 
ilarly, kits to measure sCD23 lev¬ 
els are available from Cambridge, 
Massachusetts-based T-Cell Diag¬ 
nostics, raising the possibility that 
interested commercial and hospi¬ 
tal laboratories could provide this 
test to patients. 

These tests are not approved 
for this purpose, however, which 
raises difficulties in reimburse¬ 
ment and interpretation of re¬ 
sults. 


Safer sex through 
chemistry? 

In addition to reducing HIV 
viral load, antiviral therapy may 
also lower the amount of HIV in 
semen, thereby reducing the risk 
of transmission. One study 
(Mo.A.1083) found that use of re¬ 
verse transcriptase inhibitors such 
as AZT, ddl, and delavirdine re¬ 
sulted in a 16-fold reduction in 
the amount of HIV RNA in 
semen. No HIV could be detected 
in the semen of two-thirds of the 


15 patients studied. 

Another study (We.C.334) 
found that the semen of patients 
not on anti-viral therapy was 4.1 
times more likely to contain HIV 
RNA than those on combination 
therapy. It is important to note 
that the inability to detect HIV in 
the blood does not guarantee the 
absence of HIV from semen. While 
not a substitute for safer sex prac¬ 
tices, effective anti-viral therapy 
may help reduce the risk of HIV- 
transmission. 
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Among women, use of birth- 
control pills (Tu.C.2965, 
We.C.333) and the presence of 
sexually transmitted diseases (nu¬ 
merous, including We.C.332 and 
We.C.333) led to increased 
amounts of HIV in cervical and 
vaginal secretions. These findings 
underscore the need for timely 
treatment of sexually transmitted 
diseases, as well as for further 
studies of the role of oral contra¬ 
ceptives in HIV-transmission. 

A new class of protease 
inhibitors 

During the conference, Phar¬ 
macia & Upjohn introduced a 
new class of protease inhibitors 
called dihydropyrones (die-hi- 
dro-pie-wrowns). These drugs 
were designed using computer 
modeling techniques to optimize 
their activity against the virus, an 
approach known as rational drug 
design. Structurally different from 
the other protease inhibitors, di¬ 
hydropyrones are highly active 
against HIV, including viral 
strains that have developed resis¬ 
tance to other protease inhibitors. 
This provides a important option 
for patients who have failed or 
needed to stop taking the other 
protease inhibitors. 

Based upon animal and in vitro 


studies of safety, anti-viral potency 
and absorption, Pharmacia & Up¬ 
john has selected one compound, 
U-140690, for further study. The 
company hopes to begin human 
studies in January 1997. 

Vaccine update 

The Vancouver conference also 
addressed another important and 
often neglected area of AIDS re¬ 
search: the development of a safe 
and effective vaccine to prevent 
HIV-infection. Such a vaccine is 
the most effective way to end the 
nightmare that has decimated 
communities around the world. 
“People have begun to recognize 
that vaccines need to be a high 
priority since 90 percent of Peo¬ 
ple with AIDS will never have ac¬ 
cess to the drugs that have been 
developed,” commented ACT 
UP/Golden Gate member Bill 
Snow. 

At the conference, Office of 
AIDS Research (OAR) director 
and former immunology re¬ 
searcher Dr. Bill Paul gave a Dis¬ 
tinguished Lecturer speech in 
which he criticized researchers for 
still using 50-year-old science in¬ 
stead of the state-of-the-art vac¬ 
cine technology that now exists. 
Prior to becoming director of the 
OAR, Dr. Paul proposed that re-

searchers use cytokines (regulato¬ 
ry proteins produced by the im¬ 
mune system) to enhance vac¬ 
cines. These vaccines would work 
with the immune system in a far 
more sophisticated manner than 
the vaccines that currently exist. 

Considerable attention was 
also paid to possible trials of the 
DNA and “naked-DNA” vaccines 
being developed by Merck. These 
vaccines contain DNA fragments 
that enter the recipient’s cells, 
causing them to begin producing 
a viral or bacterial protein. The 
body then produces an immune 
response against that protein, a re¬ 
sponse that should provide 
longterm protection. Some re¬ 
searchers, however, are concerned 
about the longterm effects of in¬ 


jecting patients with foreign DNA. 

In the United States, the Pas- 
teur-Merieux/Chiron vaccine that 
uses a technique called “prime 
and boost” has progressed rapidly 
to Phase II studies. This vaccine 
uses two parts: a viral vector (an¬ 
other virus that contains pieces of 
HIV) to prime the immune sys¬ 
tem for the second part, a sub¬ 
unit (part of the HIV-virus) to 
boost the immune response. 

During the conference, re¬ 
searchers debated whether to test 
currently available vaccines in the 
third world as current vaccines 
fail to protect a significant frac¬ 
tion of persons receiving them. 
Dr. John P. Moore of the Aaron 
Diamond AIDS Research Center 
in New York City argued that 


more basic research should be 
conducted prior to testing vac¬ 
cines, while Dr. Edward K. Mbid- 
de of Uganda argued that the 
need for a vaccine in the third 
world is so intense that we need to 
move ahead with vaccines that 
protect even a fraction of those 
who receive it. 

In order to expedite research 
and to ensure a globally-coordi¬ 
nated effort, the New York-based 
Rockefeller Foundation has devel¬ 
oped the International AIDS Vac¬ 
cine Initiative to coordinate re¬ 
search and funding.

E xperts say thousands of 
people with HIV who re¬ 
ceive federal disability ben¬ 
efits income in San Francisco 
and Alameda Counties for dis¬ 
abling substance abuse and not 
for HIV stand to lose their pri¬ 
mary - although very limited - 
source of income by the begin¬ 
ning of 1997.

efits, Goldstein said, because they 
technically receive SSI because of 
substance abuse disabilities, and 
not because of their HIV infec¬ 
tion. 

An estimated 43,781 Califor¬ 
nia residents receiving SSI for 
substance abuse disabilities are 
affected by the March ruling, 
Goldstein said. About 6,000 SSI 
recipients who are disabled be¬ 
cause of substance abuse in 
Alameda County and San Fran¬ 
cisco County are affected. 

About 200,000 people receive 
the disability benefits for sub¬ 
stance abuse addictions nation¬ 
ally - or 2.6 percent of the 7.5 
million physically and mentally 
disabled people who receive the 
federal supplemental income. 
“We’re talking about a very small 
number of people,” said Gold¬ 
stein, who recently testified be¬ 
fore Congress about the ruling’s 
impact. 

However, he and other ex¬ 
perts say, the ruling will affect 
numerous local substance abuse 
treatment and recovery pro-

grams. 

According to Patty Cobb, a 
spokesperson for Walden House, 
a multi-site residential treatment 
program for substance abusers, 
the agency indirectly receives an 
estimated $150,000 a year in op¬ 
erating funds in SSI funds, by 
charging clients for a portion of 
their residential care. 

The decision will affect about 
30 percent of ABC’s 1,000 
clients, according to Goldstein. 

“But,” he added, “we are not 
as affected as the AIDS Founda¬ 
tion or The Tenderloin AIDS Re¬ 
source Center, or AIDS Project 
of the East Bay.” 

‘Unworthy’ disease? 

AIDS Project of the East Bay 
Policy Coordinator Martin Mar¬ 
tinez told the Bay Area Reporter 
that 70 percent of that group’s 
client base - or 910 clients - will 
be affected. 

According to Martinez and 
other experts, the cut-off has 
“substantial ramifications” for 
AIDS service agencies, because 
substance abuse is connected to 
HIV and AIDS through new in¬ 
fections from the shared use of 
needles or lapses in safe sex as 
the result of drug use. 

“Many of the people affected 
by this cut-off will be HIV-posi¬ 
tive,” Martinez said. 

The ruling sets a dangerous 
precedent, he said. 


“There is substantial scientif¬ 
ic agreement that there is a bio¬ 
logical component to substance 
abuse,” Martinez pointed out. 

“How long before persons 
suffering from AIDS or other 
ailments are denied benefits be¬ 
cause their disease is deemed 
unworthy - or because society

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Trench warfare 


by Michael C. Botkin 

^ iving with AIDS has often 
:> been described as a ride on a 
1 & roller coaster, with the pa¬ 
tient alternating between riding 
high on the occasional bounce, 
say from a new antiviral, and wal¬ 
lowing through occasional 
trenches, say from an opportunis¬ 
tic infection. Nobody minds rid¬ 
ing the bounces, but everyone 
hates spending time in the trench¬ 
es. 

Most of the trench time is 
spent recovering from oppor¬ 
tunistic infections (OIs), but as 
one progresses, the bounces be¬ 
come fewer and the trenches get 
harder and harder to dig out of. 
Finally, when you can’t dig out 
anymore, they just shovel the dirt 
over you, conveniently converting 
the trench into a grave. 

I define the trench as being 
that point at which life is not, in 
itself, worth living. You’re simply 
holding on in hope of getting out 
of the trench, soon ideally. After a 
devastating OI, it’s not surprising 
that one should need some time 
to recover, but no one could con¬ 
fuse this recovery time with actu¬ 
al, full-scale living. It tends to be a 
rather limited invalid’s existence, 
made endurable only by the grad¬ 
ual return of strength. 

I have been living in the 
trenches for almost three months 
now, and I’m sick and tired of 
being sick and tired. I’ve been 
hanging on by my fingernails 
waiting for salvation, often 
promised but rarely delivered. 


First, I was waiting for Human 
Growth Hormone to kick in. 
Then, when it became clear it 
wasn’t, I waited for thalidomide to 
kick in. When it didn’t, I finally 
tried Total Parietal Nutrition 
(TPN) - about which I say more 
below. Suffice to say that TPN 
didn’t work, either. 

So now I’ve fallen back on my 
final trench-evading strategy: pro¬ 
tease inhibitor ... crixivan to be 
precise. I’d already tried 
saquinavir, another protease, but 
it made me so sick that side effects 
alone would have qualified me as 
being “in the trenches.” I’ve just 
started crixivan, so it’s too early to 
say if it’s working, but at least I 
seem to have weathered the initial 
side effects. At least it doesn’t 
make me (too) sick. 

Therapeutic torture 

So often AIDS treatments 
amount to “therapeutic torture,” 
a phrase I coined while doing 
TPN. I define therapeutic torture 
as any treatment that causes ex¬ 
treme discomfort while produc¬ 
ing an unknown or undemon- 
strable effect, or even an obvious 
benefit when that benefit doesn’t 
counterbalance the side effects. 

Thus, taking TPN was torture 
for me. Every time I tried it, I ran 
a fever of 103 degrees - and be¬ 
lieve me, that’s torture. Even 
though I had concrete benefits, in 
the form of weight gain, I finally 
decided it wasn’t worth it. 

There are many examples of 
therapeutic torture in AIDS treat¬ 
ment, because so many therapies 
are unproved and taken on faith. 


Look at all these DNCBers who 
inflict painful rashes on them¬ 
selves in hope - unproved to date 
- that it’s boosting their immune 
system. And how many people are 
“toughing it out” on antiviral side 
effects without knowing if the an¬ 
tiviral is doing anything at 
all? 

I finally reached 
the point where I 
considered taking 
pills to be therapeutic 
torture. I was taking 
45 pills a day, a con¬ 
siderable hard¬ 
ship and, I 
maintain, a mild 
form of torture. 

I became seriously concerned 
when I realized my drug compli¬ 
ance was falling dangerously low. 
This risks breakthrough infec¬ 
tions and, more seriously, the po¬ 
tential breeding of treatment-re¬ 
sistant strains. A PWA with a 
treatment-resistant OI is sched¬ 
uled to spend a lot of time in the 
trenches. 

I decided the system had to be 
vastly abbreviated to be saved 
(kind of like the Republican ap¬ 
proach to welfare). I went through 
eliminating pills that I considered 
nonessential, figuring that their 
mere bulk was adding to the tor¬ 
ture. 

The first to go was fenesin, a 
large, four-times-a-day deconges¬ 
tant. It was supposed to make my 
snot run free and hopefully clear 
my eternally blocked sinuses. 
Well, it didn’t do that, and stop¬ 
ping it made no big difference. 
Four less pills a day.

The second elimination was 
harder to decide on. I cut down 
on my acyclovir. I’d been taking 
four pills a day and had avoided 
any herpes outbreaks, which I was 
glad about. But might not the 
same effect be garnered by two a 
day? I debated this 
and finally decided 
that two a day, 
every day, was bet¬ 
ter than four a day 
every other day, 
which was my reg¬ 
ular routine. Two less 
pills to take! 

Hardest part 

The hardest 
part of trench warfare is adjusting 
to the limited scope life offers. It’s 
hard to believe that just a few 
months ago, I was bicycling all 
over town. Now I’m limited to 
one excursion a day - and that 
usually by cab. There is a strong 
tendency toward denial, to the 
idle hope that everything’s all 
right and that you’re nearly nor¬ 
mal. 

While a certain amount of de¬ 


nial can be healthy, even a moder¬ 
ate dose of it can be terribly dam¬ 
aging. On a couple of occasions, 
feeling just a tad perkier than 
usual, I’ve tried to stretch my lim¬ 
its, perhaps to do two excursions 
in a day. I’ve always paid the price 
in fevers and exhaustion. 

By the way, I consider the New 
Age, teddy-bear-hugging, magic 
rock types to be practicing denial. 
All this crap about how you’re ex¬ 
periencing new spiritual opportu¬ 
nities - come on, folks, it’s called 
dying! 

Once I accepted the fact that 
I’m an invalid, at least temporari¬ 
ly, it made life much easier. I ask 
people for assistance, instead of 
“toughing it out” - and they’re 
surprisingly willing to help. I 
think most people feel more com¬ 
fortable with a “dead meat spe¬ 
cial” who acts like an invalid as 
opposed to one who’s trying hard 
to pretend to be “normal.” 

Is there any such thing as a 
normal PWA? I doubt it, just 
those of us happily bouncing and 
those of us fighting in the trench¬ 
es. ▼

Committee in February. 

Barnes denounced the most re¬ 
cent allegations as part of a cam¬ 
paign against Rothschild and 
questioned whether B.A.R. report¬ 
ing on the matter was an example 
of “irresponsible journalism” be¬ 
cause the paper has endorsed and 
actively supported Tsenin. 

“There’s nothing there. This is 
bullshit with a capital B,” Barnes 
said. “It’s a campaign tactic of 
desperate and pathetic people.” 

Barnes characterized Dunbar, 
a member of the Richmond De¬ 
mocratic Club with a Master’s de¬ 
gree in Political Science from the 
University of Chicago, as a “mar¬ 
ginal figure in San Francisco poli¬ 
tics with a history of harassing 
people he doesn’t support.” 

“He is a bad seed,” Barnes told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

Dunbar, a Tsenin supporter, 
called the criticism a personal at¬ 
tack, and said Barnes was at¬ 
tempting to divert the issue away 
from Rothschild’s conduct. 

“I’m not on the ballot. I’m not 
a candidate. The issue is whether 
Matthew made this call or not,” 
Dunbar said. 

“If he did, it’s felonious,” said 
Doug Comstock, Tsenin’s cam¬ 
paign manager. “He should be 
fired.” 

“Obviously, on their own time, 
people can do their own thing. 
That’s permissible,” Renne said. 
“To this day, there is no indication 
of misuse by anybody in the of¬ 
fice. 

“That includes Matthew Roth¬ 
schild.” ▼

you add in the factor of incentives 
to restrict care to most elderly 
and poorest patients, who usual¬ 
ly have no other recourse, this ac¬ 
tion is especially appalling.” 

Rosenfield noted the federal 
decision highlights the political 
and economic influence of the 
HMO and insurance industry 
lobby. 

“To guard against political 
manipulations, and limit the in¬ 
dustry’s ability to undermine the 
patient protections the public 
needs, the Patient Protection Act 
would require a two-thirds vote 
by the legislature to be amended,” 
Rosenfield said. 

DeMoro and Rosenfield noted 
that there has been “an explosion 
of consumer complaints and 
medical horror stories” that re¬ 
flect the excesses of “cost cutting,” 
and the unprecedented emphasis 
on profit by insurance companies 
and other vast healthcare busi¬ 
ness conglomerates throughout 
the nation. 

“From the refusal of managed 
care executives to pay for needed 
surgery, to the efforts to dis¬ 
charge newborns and their 
mothers within eight hours of 
delivery, to the astonishing num¬ 
ber of instances in which patients 
have been forced to call 911 from 
their hospital bed in order to get 
medical attention, it is clear that 
without reasonable protections, 
the advent of‘managed care’ may 
well bring a serious decline in the 
quality of healthcare in Califor¬ 
nia,” DeMoro and Rosenfield 
said. ▼

about HIV-negative men. The 
forum will also seek to identify 
commonalties and constructive 
approaches to bridging the gap. 

Organizers noted the issue of 
the rift between HIV-negative 
and HIV-positive gay and bisexu¬ 
al men has received attention in 
the press, and was addressed at 
the recent International Confer¬ 
ence on AIDS in Vancouver, 
British Columbia. 

“One of the fundamental 
components in bridging the gap 
of a divided community is the 
ability to communicate across the 
chasm,” Hershon said. “We hope 
this series of meetings will help 
achieve that goal.” 

Are you positive? 

The second meeting will be 
held Monday, July 29, and will be 
the same as the first meeting ex¬ 
cept that HIV-positive men are 
being invited to talk about the 
needs and concerns they want 
HIV-negative men to understand 
in order to build solidarity in the 
community. 

Both HIV-positive and HIV¬ 
negative men are invited to the 
third meeting, which will be held 
Monday, August 12. A panel of 
PWAC and Invention representa¬ 
tives will present the issues, prob¬ 
lems, and commonalties from the 
first two meetings, followed by an 
audience discussion.

one finds it a little less challeng¬ 
ing to reduce infectious sexual be¬ 
havior and maintain overall hope 
for the future.” 

PWAC’s mission is to lobby for 
improved services for people with 
AIDS and HIV. 

Invention focuses on using 
primary prevention to invent new 
and more effective ways to stop 
the spread of HIV. The project 
uses psychosocial and psycho-ed¬ 
ucational interventions, Brewer 
said. It works toward the goals of 
mutual support between HIV¬ 
positive and HIV-negative men, 
as well as between younger and 
older men, he added. 

“Young men would like to see 
our community leaders address 
this division, as our futures are at 
stake on this. We would like to 
bring this issue out of the closet,” 
said Gary Sterman of the Inven¬ 
tion steering committee. 

The San Francisco AIDS Of¬ 
fice estimates that approximately 
1,000 gay/bisexual men become 
HIV infected each year, mostly 
among younger men and men of 
color. 

Gentlemen’s Agreement orga¬ 
nizers noted that the importance 
of new, effective prevention cam¬ 
paigns is underscored by the fact 
that 40 to 50 percent of all gay/bi¬ 
sexual young men will be HIV in¬ 
fected by age 40 at the current 
rate of new infections. [See story,

Dance Company

he Robert Henry Johnson Dance Company, seen in the first program of its 
fourth repertory season last week at Fort Mason’s Cowell Theater, gave au¬ 
diences a show that was both more — and a little less — than one might 
have wanted. More because Johnson continues to extend both his reach and 
his grasp, and because he consistently associates himself with some of the most 
charismatic and watchable dancers on the Bay Area scene. And less because one 
almost feels that Johnson is moving a little too fast, the depth and focus of his 
work suffering slightly, as his canon grows prodigiously. 

Johnson’s opening night performance (July 11) was, nonetheless, the most impres¬ 
sive showing he could have made of six years of achievement — and of the themes and 
dynamics he has, in a sense, made his own. For perhaps the first time, Johnson’s audi¬ 
ence had the opportunity to experience, all in one sitting, a solid, cohesive body of 
work; a mature but permeable aesthetic; and a technique that combines elements of 
Johnson’s broad and eclectic training into a vocabulary that is as unique to Johnson as 
his fingerprints. 

For the last three seasons, however, the question has emerged — and Program I 
doesn’t entirely resolve it — whether Johnson will take that vocabulary and fashion 
long, articulate movement poems with it, or if he will settle for sound bites, catchy 
raps, and facile rhymes. Indeed, it must be difficult to be as talented as Johnson is. 
When most anything you do evokes gasps, it’s got to be hard to tell whether audiences 
are gasping because you’ve pulled something genuinely breathtaking out of yourself 
and your dancers or if they’re just starved for dance that touches them. 

But every piece in Johnson’s Program I — even the ones that haven’t entirely gelled — has 
the threads of his talent woven brightly throughout. Johnson’s The Learning Ground, for ex¬ 
ample, a fine enough composition when its first movement was premiered here in early 
1995, has so vastly improved with the completion of the second section, Phylia, that it seems 
almost a different work. 

Borrowing a leaf from the book of the artist formerly known as Prince, whose “Purple 
Rain” is the score for Phylia, costume designer Darbury Stenderu has created red velvet dou- 
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B loated Americans are always looking for new dieting tricks, usually some¬ 
thing that doesn’t require them to move out of that easy chair or take those 
fat fingers off the remote control.

stroying themselves. 

“The Edible Cinema” raises as many questions as it answers: Why are so many 
“food movies” comedies? Is there something inherently funny about food? What is 
it with food and sex — are they really the same thing? This series will help you an¬ 
swer these undoubtedly pressing questions.

j | hilip Johnson has been all 
over the news lately. Last 
II week, the New York Times 
had not one but two cover stories 
devoted to the openly gay bad 
boy of postmodernism, whose 
90th birthday on Monday seemed 
the inspiration for this flood of 
encomia. 


Architect Philip Johnson 


Not that there isn’t plenty to 
write about Johnson besides his 
age. In fact, as the Times stories 
made clear, the world’s most high- 
profile queer architect is hardly 
rest-home bound. With two new 
projects on the boards — a cathe¬ 
dral commissioned by the Dallas 
branch of the Universal Fellow¬ 
ship of Metropolitan Communi¬ 
ty Churches, and a design for an 
18-foot tall triangular clock for 
Lincoln Center — Johnson is like¬ 
ly to be busy for years to come. 

But even if design commis¬ 
sions weren’t pouring in, Johnson 
would still be busy, as cleaning up 
that Nazi-tarnished image has be¬ 
come a full-time job. Yes, we won¬ 
der if any of the good folks on 
planet MCC heard Phil on Char¬ 
lie Rose’s show last week talking 
about how he blew smoke up 
Hitler’s ass back in the ’30s. Call¬ 
ing his fling with fascism a burden 
he’d carry with him to the grave, 
Johnson cast the perfect impres¬ 
sion of atonement and contrition. 

Though one can appreciate his 
candor, those of us who are famil¬ 
iar with Franz Schulze’s biogra¬ 
phy of the architect find his plea 
for understanding a tad indi¬ 
gestible. Johnson’s Nazi experi¬ 
ence, which he chalks up to 
youthful stupidity and “too much 
time on my hands,” too often 
sounds like a love affair, judging 
from the tone of the letters he 
wrote at the time, from which au¬ 
thor Schulze liberally quotes. In¬ 


deed, it’s hard to attribute to 
youthful unconsciousness such 
statements as “We saw Warsaw 
burn and Modlin bombed. It was 
a stirring spectacle.” Or how 
about his take on Hitler’s Mein 
Kampf, the wording of which 
sounds like vintage Johnsonian 
hyperbole: “Reduced to plain 
terms, Hitler’s ‘racism’ is a per¬ 
fectly simple though far-reaching 
idea. It is the myth of‘we the best,’ 
which we find, more or less fully 
developed, in all vigorous cul¬ 
tures.” No doubt, it’s statements 
like these that prompted another 
homo rag to label Johnson an 
“unreconstructed fascist” who 
conveniently dropped his fascina¬ 
tion with nihilistic socio-political 
philosophies when he knew they 
wouldn’t play in New York. 


Disappearing act 

A louse of a different sort is ac¬ 
tress Demi Moore, whose strip¬ 
ping action, we’ve learned, 
isn’t limited to the movies. 
According to a little bird in 
La La Land, it’s become a 
way of life for the ac¬ 
tress.

When 
friends and family protested, 
Moore’s lawyer, David Feldman, 
told the parties concerned that 
Kaplan’s executive-producing title 
was no longer valid. As Suzanne 
Todd, head of Moore’s produc¬ 
tion company, put it, “You can’t 
do a lot of producing when you’re 
in a hole in the ground.” 

Kaplan’s friends and family are 
hoping Moore will give him prop¬ 
er credit in the final product. So 
far, though, Moore’s company, 
says LA mag, has only agreed to 
run an “in memoriam” line in the 
closing credits. How shocking.

temporarily suspend one’s p.c. 
gaydar to enjoy what is reported¬ 
ly “Germany’s biggest domestic 
hit ever,” there are rewards along 
the way, such as some wonderful¬ 
ly bizarre dialogue and situations, 
not to mention the quite hilarious 
performance of Rufus Beck as 
arch queen Waltraud, Norbert’s 
best friend and considerably 
wilder sister in crime. As far as 
stereotypes go, Norbert is the de¬ 
pressed sad sack, and Waltraud is 
what used to be described as 
“vivid.” 

Unfortunately, what Maybe ... 
Maybe Not really lacks is a know¬ 
ing, expert hand that could have 
transformed a series of humorous 
incidents into a breakneck farce. 
Although the film is only slightly 
over an hour and a half, it feels 
longer because the pace flags from 
episode to episode. As a result, the 
film, however funny, is more slap¬ 
dash than madcap. 

That said, Maybe... Maybe Not 
does stand an old chestnut on its 
head with some style and no little 
insight. And, of course, one can 
always hope for the logical sequel 
(Maybe. .. Oh, OK), where Axel fi¬ 
nally wises up, dumps Doro, and 
after much fence-mending, re¬ 
turns to the appreciative arms of 
Norbert for a shower scene de 
deux. ▼

The comedy that asks the question: 

Can a man be too desirable for his own good? 


— even a comedy — where the 
main object of gay sexual desire 
is a comely young hetero, at least 
Wortmann chose an actor, Til 
Schweiger as Axel, who’s been 
dubbed the German Brad Pitt, 
likely to raise the audience’s 
drool quotient to new heights. A 
shower scene where Axel, who’s 
not unaware of his charms, doffs 
his duds in front of a rapt Nor¬ 
bert (Joachim Krol), the queen 
who pines for him, makes it clear 
why almost everyone in the 
movie falls all over him or her¬ 
self to get next to this bad boy 
Adonis. 

Suspend gaydar 

What’s different about the di¬ 
rector’s take on this tale of barely 
requited love is that Norbert and 
Axel actually do, through a come¬ 
dy of errors, develop a close if 
problematic friendship and that 
Axel proves not quite so unob¬ 
tainable as a frustrated Norbert 

— and even Axel himself — orig¬ 
inally thought. In fact, the affec¬ 
tion between the two men even¬ 
tually becomes Maybe...Maybe 
Not’s emotional centerpiece, and 
ironically, even after they’ve gone 
on or back to other partners — 
Axel to his pregnant Doro (Katja 
Riemann) and Norbert to a 
butcher named Horst — their re¬ 
lationship seems both the most 
loving and the most sane in the 
film.

A §k aligned by middlebrows, 

IS1 suspiciously lionized by 
1 1 1 the French, and adored — 
at least in his heyday — by bread 
and butter audiences throughout 
the world, Jerry Lewis at age 70 
has settled into the comfortable 
niche of comedic institution. 
Scorsese paid tribute to him in 
The King of Comedy; Steve Mar¬ 
tin’s “jerk” persona, Pee Wee Her¬ 
man’s evil androgyne, and a host 
of other comics probably would¬ 
n’t have had careers had Lewis not 
paved the way with a score of 
noisy, manic “idiot” characteriza¬ 
tions from his first film, My 
Friend Irma (1949), to his last di¬ 
rectorial effort, Hardly Working 
(1981). Lewis’ comic persona was 
always like a giant screaming 
baby, a simultaneously dazzling 
and disturbing brat whose per¬ 
sonality was too big to exist in one 
body. Not surprisingly, when he 
struck out on his own as a direc¬ 
tor with The Bellboy (1960), he 
began, like a virus, to multiply in 
all directions. 

Lewis’ lust for self-expression 
gave birth in the ’60s to an army 
of Lewises, multiple characteriza¬ 
tions that began popping up in 
films like The Family Jewels and 
Three on a Couch. In what many 
consider his greatest achievement, 
The Nutty Professor (1963), he re¬ 
stricts himself to a mere two char¬ 
acters, not counting the adult¬ 
faced baby Jerry he portrays in a 
flashback sequence. The Nutty 
Professor is Lewis’ updating of the 
Jekyll and Hyde story, with a key 
reversal. In this version, it’s more 
like the unsocialized monster 
Hyde who becomes the sophisti¬ 
cated playboy Jekyll. Lewis plays 
nerdy, inept chemistry professor 
Julius Kelp, who’s humiliated in 
front of his class by a football 
bully. The pitiful Kelp wants re¬ 
venge — first through bodybuild¬ 
ing, then through a mysterious 
formula he concocts that trans¬ 
forms him into the essence of 
lounge-lizard suave. Buddy Love. 
In spite of his oiliness and ego¬ 
tism, he becomes the idol of the 
college crowd (in one scene, he 
kisses his own sleeve, turns to a 
flabbergasted Stella Stevens and 
says, “Have some, baby?”). 

Buddy Love is able to score 
with the woman Kelp loves but 
doesn’t dare approach — ravish- 
ingly beautiful student Stella 
Purdy (Stella Stevens). Unfortu¬ 
nately, his body is a battleground 
for these two forces, and either 
one is apt to erupt while the other 
is supposedly in control. But dur¬ 
ing Buddy’s first date with her, his 
smooth talk becomes cracked and 
whiny when Professor Kelp begins 
to break through. Meanwhile, 
Professor Kelp startles his class 
with out-of-control, Buddy Love¬ 
like references to Stella: he prattles 
on about “the blonde fish” and 
“the long, silken legs of the ant.” 
The inevitable crisis arrives when 
Buddy Love is hired to entertain 
at a college dance that Kelp must 
chaperone. 

Brilliant blather 

Lewis was always a student of 
film (he was heavily influenced by 
his frequent director Frank Tash- 
lin), and by the time of The Nutty 
Professor he had an enormous 
command of cinematic vocabulary. 
The transformation scene in which 
Kelp becomes Love is a model of 


tight framing, dynamic editing, 
and Lewis’ trademark garish color 
schemes. His first entrance into the 
local hangout, the well-named 
“Purple Pit,” is a dazzling rendering 
of Kelp’s wish-fulfillment — a slow, 
elaborate dolly shot from Buddy 
Love’s perspective. We don’t see 
him, but a long line of shocked and 
enthralled people do as he walks 
toward the “Pit.” 

One of the most intriguing as¬ 
pects of Lewis’ comic persona is 
his almost schizoid inability to 
communicate in a logical, linear 
way. When either Kelp or Love is 
sliding uncontrollably into the 
other’s personality, it’s marked by 
a breakdown in speech, as a kind 
of mindless babble takes over — 
a comic device Lewis pioneered 
and perfected. Kelp is a genius at 
this kind of maddening discourse. 
After he blows up half the campus 
in an experiment, Kelp is called to 
the office of Dr. Warfield, the col¬ 
lege president, who, after sternly 
lecturing the professor, asks if he

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Boys In the Band reflects gay lib's tortuous path 


Period piece

JP|> trike up The Boys In the 
Band and get ready for a pa¬ 
rade of bitter queens from 
the late ’60s. Back when the term 
“gay pride” was nothing but an 
oxymoron, playwright Mart 
Crowley stunned Broadway audi¬ 
ences with a play that depicted 
homosexual men as they’d never 
been seen before. Theatergoers in 
1968 reveled in the back-biting, 
vicious camping and dark, soul¬ 
lashing drama that Crowley’s play 
generated before their very eyes. A 
faithful 1970 film version of the 
play featured the original cast and 
preserved the landmark play for 
posterity. 

Now that political correctness 
has become the mainstay of our 
existence, The Boys In the Band is 
something of an albatross around 
our collective, prideful neck. De¬ 
picting gay men in a self-hating, 


dare we say, negative way is no 
longer acceptable. No, in post- 
Stonewall 1996, we prefer our gay 
drama nude. Plays like the un¬ 
clothed, fluffy Party are the rule, 
with no room for exceptions. 
Well, with almost no exceptions. 
Director Neal Shorstein and an 
intrepid cast of nine men are 
about to embark on a historical 
journey into the past: their pro¬ 
duction of The Boys In the Band 

— the first San Francisco staging 
since Theatre Rhino’s six years ago 

— opens at the 450 Geary Studio 
Theatre on Saturday. 

Director Shorstein says he was 
inspired to produce the play after 
he recently saw the film for the 
first time. “A lot of people say how 
depressing the film is,” he ex¬ 
plains. “I found it quite uplifting 
because what is so clear is that 
Boys is a period piece. The movie 
and the play help us measure how 
far gay life and culture have 
changed — or not changed — in

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we could not bring a ’90s sensibil¬ 
ity to it. Some of us were around 
in the late ’60s and early ’70s and 
had to inform the others about 
what it was like.” 

And what it was like, Parnell 
continues, was people enjoying a 
newfound sexual freedom. 
“Nowadays,” Parnell says, “be¬ 
cause of AIDS and because there 
is less sexual freedom, we’re far 
more free as people. Back then, it 
was just sexual freedom. It was es¬ 
sentially meaningless and shal¬ 
low.” 

Richard Lindstrom, who plays 
the maybe/maybe-not straight 
man, says The Boys In the Band 
has actual historical value. “A lot 
of what happens in this play is a 
result of all the characters being 
primed for the point where they 
said, ‘We’re not going to take it 
anymore!’ All that tension is bub¬ 
bling underneath these charac¬ 
ters, but this play comes at it from 
the other side of the mirror.” 

Several cast members admit 
that playing such repressed, angry 
characters is frustrating. P. A. 
Cooley, who plays Emory, the nel- 
lie queen who suffers a living 
room gay bashing at the hands of 
the straight man, is frustrated by 
his character’s lack of pride. “It’s

terings of the unconscious mind 
into full, freakish display. 

Among the highlights in The 
Nutty Professor are Buddy’s jazzy 
rendition of “That Old Black 
Magic”; Kelp’s fantasy fashion 
show in which Stella appears as 
everything from tennis pro to slit- 
skirted temptress to Greek god¬ 
dess; Kelp’s brutal flashback to 
childhood, which features one of 
the most dominant dominatrixes 
in film history; Buddy’s creative 
use of Shakespeare to demolish 
another egotist, Dr. Warfield; and 
the final scenes, in which the in¬ 
ternal war between Buddy and 
Kelp is resolved. 

Commentators over the years 
have claimed that the Buddy Love 
character is Lewis’ vicious satire 
of Dean Martin, an idea the di¬ 
rector emphatically denies. A bet¬ 
ter case can be made for Love as 
simply a more inflated (if that’s 
possible) Jerry Lewis — the 
smarmy host of the annual MS 
Telethon, the egotist who wants 
to play every role in his films, and 
the control freak who excels even 
with the technical chores, from 
casting to color design to editing. 
In some ways, by the time he 
made The Nutty Professor, the 
“baby” had grown up. ▼ 


the last 28 years of gay liberation.” 

For the uninitiated, Boys is 
about a group of eight gay New 
Yorkers at a birthday party. 
Michael, the central character and 
party host, is tortured by his ho¬ 
mosexuality (as most of the char¬ 
acters are to varying degrees) and 
the challenge it poses to his 
Catholicism. He has an ambigu¬ 
ous relationship with Donald, 
who has had a brief fling with 
Larry, who is “married” to Hank, 
the formerly straight father of 
two. Emory is the flaming, effem¬ 
inate queen whose appellations 
for everyone are of the “Mary” va¬ 
riety, and his good friend is 
Bernard, the cast’s token black. 
Harold is the birthday boy and the 
spewer of some rather potent 


venom. One of Harold’s presents 
(from Emory) is the stud services 
of a young man known only as 
Cowboy, which is fine because 
he’s the type who’d forget his own 
name anyway. Rounding out this 
motley ensemble is the lone self- 
identified straight man, Alan, a 
former college roommate of 
Michael’s who shows up under 
mysterious pretenses.

Preparing for the show, ac¬ 
cording to Louis Parnell, who 
plays Michael, the central figure, 
involved doing historical research. 
“Neal and the cast decided that we 
had to do this play as a period 
piece,” he explains.

Scott Capurro and The Doctor is On

H ocal actor- cum- comic Scott 

Capurro is back at Josie’s 
with a new solo show. The 
Doctor is On, directed by Doug 
Holsclaw, fronts Capurro as a 
wacky radio psychologist with a 
live studio audience. 

The show mixes radio callers 
with Doctor Scott’s personal nar¬ 
ration, which is directed to the au¬ 
dience during music and com¬ 
mercial breaks. As one would ex¬ 
pect from the actor’s previous star 
turns, Capurro’s character is gre¬ 
garious, quirky and as nasty and 
bitchy as ever. 


All things considered, The 
Doctor is On feels more like a 
work-in-progress than a finished 
show. The character is well-devel¬ 
oped and the situation ripe for 
great one-liners and comic mo¬ 
ments. In fact, the show’s 
strongest scene occurs when Ca¬ 
purro improvises with members 
of the audience. (The night I saw 
the show Capurro bantered with 
a man whose long-distance 
boyfriend wanted him to relocate 
and become “mother” to his 
adopted child.) 

However, once the situation is 
set up, something more needs to 
happen. The gist of The Doctor is 
On consists of little more than a 


narration of the doctor’s relation¬ 
ship with his sex-worker 
boyfriend, Martin, and, as most of 
this is mere exposition, it doesn’t 
connect well with the phone calls 
and just slows things down. 

There is a dramatic situation 
alluded to throughout, but it isn’t 
realized until the show’s end, 
when Martin calls in for advice. 
The Doctor is On would be infi¬ 
nitely more interesting were this 
call to come at the beginning, 
with the balance of the piece de¬ 
voted to resolving the situation. 
But this isn’t Capurro’s tack. He 
and Holsclaw settle for what they 
do best — bitchy obnoxiousness. 
It’s entertaining, yes, but why stop 
there? ▼

tough for me to comprehend,” 
Cooley says. “Emory should be 
proud, but that’s not the way it 
was. There was a lot of hiding and 
shame and arrests and raids. I 
can’t imagine that being part of 
my life now. I can’t imagine going 
to a gay bar furtively and worry¬ 
ing about getting arrested for 
dancing with a man. I struggle 
with this character and want to 
make him a little stronger and not 
take so much crap.” 

History lessons 

Still-relevant issues such as al¬ 
coholism, the nature of gay rela¬ 
tionships, religion, coming out 
and racism pepper the prickly 
proceedings and will no doubt 
help draw a ’90s audience into the 
drama. But for Coleman Domin¬ 
go, who plays Bernard, the sole 
African American member of the 
ensemble, this play has proven 
more difficult than he thought. 
“It’s kind of wild to think that 
things like Martin Luther King’s 
March on Washington were going 
on at this time, and yet Bernard 
still feels like less of a man because 
he’s gay,” Coleman says. “He con¬ 
sistently allows his friends to get 
by with very racist jokes — calling 
him a pickaninny, telling him to 
go eat some watermelon. I can 
just see African American audi¬ 
ence members cringing in their 
seats. I hope they see this as a pe¬ 
riod piece, but even I cringe when 
I read it. This has turned out to be 
one of the hardest roles I’ve ever 
had.” 

Aside from the major issues 
addressed in the play, one of the 
most interesting things inherent 
in doing a production of The Boys 
In the Band in 1996 is how the 
younger generation will react to it. 
“This play will show a real gener¬ 
ational change in gay society,” says 
Michael Lopez, who plays the

stoic Hank. “There’s a real differ¬ 
ence between ‘gay men’ and ‘queer 
boys.’ The young men may look at 
this and say it’s all bullshit while 
the older men will say, well, it did 
happen and it still happens.” 

People have strong feelings 
about The Boys In the Band. 
Some loathe it from beginning to 
end and detest its sad, negative 
depiction of gay men. Others, 
though they may cringe at lines 
like, “You show me a happy ho¬ 
mosexual, and I’ll show you a gay 
corpse,” acknowledge the play’s 
cultural and historical impor¬ 
tance. Still others feel the play is 
wildly funny and totally accurate. 
Director Shorstein simply says, 
“This play was written in a dis¬ 
tinct period and it is what it is. 
Gay culture has matured a great 
deal in the last 28 years, so now we 
can look at this play and not 
worry about it being politically 
incorrect because we’re looking at 
a piece of history.” ▼

Songbird Julie Wilson touches down in SF

lamorous sophistication 
tinged with bawdy good 
humor has never been 
more elegantly embodied than in 
singer Julie Wilson. A cabaret leg¬ 
end for over 40 years, Wilson has 
never been better, more polished 
or more vibrant. Her current 
show at the York Hotel’s Plush 
Room is entitled Are You Havin’ 
Any Fun? Happily, the audience 
response to that question has 
been aggressively affirmative. But 
it is Wilson herself who seems to 
be having the best time of all. 

Resplendent in a shimmering 
black gown with elegant velvet 
cuffs, Wilson, sporting a trade¬ 
mark gardenia behind her left ear, 
keeps the audience enthralled for 
60 plus minutes with a program 
comprised of mostly well-chosen 
songs that show off the singer’s 
supple skill with a slyly saucy lyric 
or her intricately masterful way 
with a melancholy love song. 
With someone as commanding 
and talented as Wilson, it seems 
trivial to discuss looks, but Wilson 
is, in a word, stunning. She takes 
control of the stage and just 
glows. Her jet black hair is, as 
usual, swept back into a formida¬ 
ble bun, and her diminutive form 


—r for several numbers anyway — 
is nearly lost in the feathered froth 
of a giant pink boa. For years, 
going out in New York meant 
going to see Julie Wilson, who de¬ 
fines the glamorous parameters of 
the cabaret world over which she 
now reigns supreme. 

With the able assistance of her 
accompanist/musical director 
Mark Hummel, Wilson has put 
together a hearty show full of sass 
and sentiment. A comic song den¬ 
igrating a “Woman Without Ex¬ 
perience” segues into a lovely 
Harold Arlen medley consisting 
of “Fun to Be Fooled” and the 
sterling “This Time the Dream’s 
On Me.” Wilson can change 
moods expertly, sashaying easily 
from the broad comedy and sexu¬ 
al innuendo of Sally’s foray into 
the stock market in “All-American 
Plan” to the self-deprecating 
charm of “Nobody Does It Like 
Me.” Wilson soon wipes the grin 
off everybody’s faces with one of 
the most beautiful medleys ever 
assembled for cabaret. Rodgers 
and Hart’s heartbreaking “This 
Funny World” becomes even 
more moving when coupled with 
“Rain Sometimes,” but then Wil¬ 
son swerves from the depression 
with the lilting and level-headed 
“Here’s To Life.” 

Wilson was in San Francisco 


six months ago for the West Coast 
Cabaret Convention. She only 
had one glorious night all to her¬ 
self during those busy weeks, but 
now she’s enjoying a full run in 
the city where she used to per¬ 
form in the Mark Hopkins’ Pea¬ 
cock Room. To watch Wilson at 
work is to revel in what makes 
cabaret so engaging: a cozy room 
full of people sipping cocktails, 
willingly losing themselves in the 
rapturous thrall of a singer mak¬ 
ing the most of the great Ameri¬ 
can songbook. ▼

What made Fassbinder tick? 


Life and art mixed in director's work 


least in English) in making con¬ 
nections between the lessons Fass¬ 
binder learned as a theater direc¬ 
tor in the 1960s and early 1970s 
and his modus operandi as a film¬ 
maker. Some criticism of Fass¬ 
binder’s first, low-budget films 
has assumed that lack of funds 
played as much a role as anything 
else in forming his aesthetic, par¬ 
ticularly his penchant for shots of 
long duration. 

Watson produces two quotes 
in which Fassbinder asserts that 
holding shots and slowly moving 
the camera in during emotionally 
charged scenes produces “a kind 
of alienation,” and that the tactic 
permits an audience to “really see 
what is happening between the 
characters involved.” 

Given Fassbinder’s output, 
Watson would have needed a 
much larger book (this one is 360 
pages) to have explored fully 
some of the filmmaker’s more in¬ 
tricate works. The author exhibits 
such insight in his brief analysis of 
the lesbian drama The Bitter Tears 
of Petra von Kant, for instance, 
that one wishes he’d had the space 
to flesh it out. 

The image that emerges of 
Fassbinder in Watson’s book is no 
more lovable than the one pre¬ 
sented in previous accounts, but 
the author does achieve his stated 
goal — one comes away from his 
book, which contains well-docu¬ 
mented corrections of prior 
scholarship, with a better idea of 
what made the director tick and 
how his life informed his art. T

A lthough the Buzzcocks, that seminal Manchester punk-pop 
band from the late ’70s, have been attempting a comeback 
ever since they reformed seven years ago, last months release 
of All Set, their fifth studio album and their first in three years, 
proves the band isn’t back simply for a nostalgic rehash. 

While it’s still the same Buzzcocks sound—frenetic guitar, catchy 
choruses, Pete Shelley’s unique voice—the songs come off as sur¬ 
prisingly fresh, especially in light of punk’s resurgence the past few 
years. The lyrics are still mostly about love and relationships, but, 
in typical Buzzcocks fashion, they’re vague about gender. 

“It’s always good to be able to sing a certain song for anyone,” 
said Shelley in a 1992 interview with Homocore Chicago organiz¬ 
er Mark Freitas in his ’zine, PC Casualties. “Rather than going into 
the rock cliches of l oh baby, be my girl,’ it’s easier to just leave it 
open. Because then it’s more honest in many ways.” 

With songs like “Ever Fallen In Love,” and “Orgasm Addict,” the 
Buzzcocks have always had a queer sensibility. Pete Shelley’s solo 
hit, “Homosapien,” is practically a gay anthem—so much so that 
even Pansy Division covered it. 

“We’re pretty open like a lot of people about it,” said guitarist 
Steve Diggle in the same interview. "If you want to make love to a 
vacuum cleaner, it’s fine by me. I think people should try everything, 
anything that’s sex that you fancy...” Y —Adrian Roberts

Understanding Rainer Werner

ft s a film director Rainer 
Werner Fassbinder was as 
prolific as he was notori¬ 
ously nasty. Before he died in 
1982 at the age of 37, he’d com¬ 
pleted more than three-dozen fea¬ 
ture films and had been at the 
forefront of one of the shining 
moments of German cinema. 

Fassbinder put much of his life 
into his art, but as Wallace Stead¬ 
man Watson’s new critical biogra¬ 
phy makes clear, reading the films 
as a direct transcript of the film¬ 
maker’s life — even ones such as 
Fox and His Friends or I Only 
Want You to Love Me, in which he 
stars as a character who seems

very much like the real-life person 
— is to miss his complexity as an 
artist and a human being.

izing. In Fellini Satyricon (1969) 
the sweating, naked, muscular 
cooks even look like the food, 
which they cook in giant ovens 
and serve on room-size platters. 
As in other films in this series, tfye 
components of the feast are lov¬ 
ingly enumerated: “fat hens, lark 
livers, garlands of sausage.” In one 
of the film’s many entrancing, 
gross moments, a giant spit-roast¬ 
ed pig is slit open and hundreds of 
other cooked meats tumble out to 
the crazed cheers of the guests. 

Satyricon’s image of the feast as 
a kind of orgy is expanded to dis¬ 
turbing heights in Dusan 
Makavejec’s deceptively titled 
Sweet Movie (1974). When 
Makavejec showed his film in 
Berkeley a few years back, the au¬ 
dience booed, but the director was 
unfazed: “Usually they throw 
things.” What was it in the film 
that disturbed audiences? Perhaps 
the equation of eating with the 
breakdown of social restraints? 
Sweet Movie’s pivotal scene is a 
dinner party in which the guests 
literally eat like pigs, throw up, 
piss, and shit on the table and on 
each other, to the point where it’s 
hard to differentiate the food 
from various byproducts of the 
body. Fetishists will enjoy this 
gross affair, which features, 
among other things (like choco¬ 
late-covered cock), plenty of full 
frontal male nudity. Others will 
want to restrict themselves to the 
more reasonable views of food 
found elsewhere in the series.

(1987) features a common motif: 
the cook as artist. In this film, an 
elaborate gourmet feast is served 
to a group of religious zealots who 
fear the cook is using the event as 
an excuse for a witches’ sabbath. 
The idea of cook as witch is an 
outgrowth of conventional fears 
(men’s, that is) of the secret kinds 
of bonding that might occur in 
one of women’s traditional 
realms, the kitchen. But in fact, 
Babette (the glorious Stephane 
Audran) uses the meal — which, 
at 10,000 francs, leaves her broke 
— as a kind of final burst of vir- 
tuosic creativity, for which her ef¬ 
forts pay off in the spiritual trans¬ 
formation of her guests. 

Another variation on the cook 
as artist is seen in Alfonso Arau’s 
Like Water for Chocolate (1991). In 
this magic-realist film, food is 
both palliative and poison, as Tita, 
who is forced by her mother to 
give up the man she loves to her 
sister, exacts revenge by “willing” 
her food to make selected guests 
sick. The film’s amused view of 
this is evident in the dialogue, 
when a character says, “Some were 
lucky enough to reach bathrooms, 
some took part in the collective 
vomiting spree.” Unfortunately, 
Tita’s nephew, who likes to hang 
around the kitchen with Tita, dies 
as a result of his curiosity. In 
Arau’s film, the cook literally has 
the power of life and death. 

In Ang Lee’s Eat Drink Man 
Woman (1994) we meet a cook 
whose declining culinary abilities 
signify a more general break¬ 
down. Master Chu is a once-bril- 
liant chef whose taste buds no 


longer seem to work, and the film 
gets a lot of bitter-comic mileage 
out of his inability to acknowl¬ 
edge he’s become a lousy cook, at 
least until one of his meals sends 
his best friend to the hospital. One 
of his daughters laments “the 
Sunday dinner torture ritual.” An¬ 
other daughter recalls the former 
grandeur of Master Chu when she 
recounts a childhood memory 
with poetic intensity: “He baked 
me bracelets made of bread... and 
rings of dough painted with 
spices and sugar-diamonds.” 

‘Ramen westerns’ 

Tsui Hark’s The Chinese Feast 
(1995) takes the aesthetics of food 
to unparalleled heights in this 
story of a competition by several 
chefs to recreate a 108-dish, three- 
day royal feast. In addition to 
some startlingly beautiful “tofu 
sculptures,” The Chinese Feast 
also features a masterful sequence 
in which an onion is magically cut 
into a lotus flower in a matter of 
seconds, recalling the bravura ef¬ 
fects of Chinese kung-fu films. 
The kung-fu connection isn’t ar¬ 
bitrary: the master chefs of The 
Chinese Feast are culinary analogs 
to the Jackie Chans and Jet Lis of 
Hong Kong action cinema, whose 
expert moves yield similar capti¬ 
vating results. 

The late Tony Richardson’s 
Tom Jones (1968) pulls us down 
from these spiritual heights into 
the more palpable pleasures of 
food as symbolic sex. In one of the 
most famous sequences of its 
time, Tom Jones (Albert Finney) 
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Step lively

blets and capes that give the piece 
just the right freaky-deaky, post¬ 
psychedelic feel. Another brilliant 
lighting scheme by Jack Carpen¬ 
ter paints the entire cast in shock¬ 
ing, fiery orange. 

Johnson’s movement for 
Phylia is strenuous, sexy, and dri¬ 
ving, never yielding the slightest 
quarter to the score’s growling 
electric guitar. Johnson, who has 
a way with a duet, creates a part¬ 
nership between Tomis McDon¬ 
nell and Sarah Fanoe that is com¬ 
pletely riveting, as much in the 
gravity-defying lifts as in the gen¬ 
tle, elegant series of penches they 
perform, side by side, early in the 
section. 

Fanoe truly shone here for the 
first time in the program, and 
even McDonnell, a longtime 
member of RHJDC, evinced a 
focus, masculinity, and intensity 
that had been veiled in the 
evening’s other works. (It helped 
that, for Phylia , McDonnell took 
his long hair out of the Our Gang 
knots he’d been wearing and 
doffed his geeky glasses; he de¬ 
serves better than to be reined in 
with that kind of sight gag.) 

Male-female dynamics 

One of the things you see with 
a piece like Phylia — and perhaps 
even more with Hothouse Flowers, 
a 1994 duet that is fast becoming 
RHJDC’s signature work; and 
Blue Light Til Dawn, a premiere 
whose central couple, SF Ballet’s 
Ikolo Griffin and Yolanda Jordan, 
nearly melted the marley with 
sensuality and heat — is John-

and Joyce Redman engage in a sex¬ 
ually supercharged repast without 
ever touching. Redman lascivious¬ 
ly licks — practically fellates — a 
chicken bone while her partner 
exhibits every sign of approaching 
orgasm.. Juzo Itami’s Tampopo 
(1986), described by the director 
as a “ramen Western,” works simi¬ 
lar territory. In the opening se¬ 
quence, a chef likens a good meal 
to foreplay and sex. “Appreciate its 
gestalt,” he says, “savor the flavor... 
jewels of fat glittering on its sur¬ 
face ... first caress the surface with 
the chopstick tips.” Asked why all 
this is necessary, he replies, “to ex¬ 
press affection.” 

Louis Malle’s My Dinner with 
Andre (1981) puts eating in the 
background of an extended exis¬ 
tential dialogue, but the presence 
of food and the rituals attendant 
on its preparation, serving, con¬ 
sumption, and disposal have a 
subtle significance. Here, it acts as: 
class signifier, as Wally (Wallace 
Shawn) frets over his inability to 
afford the expensive restaurant 
he’s been invited to; as social facil¬ 
itator, as any lull in the conversa¬ 
tion (there aren’t many) are filled 
with references to the opaque 
French dishes Wally and Andre 
are eating; and, supremely, as a 
sort of self-contained, other¬ 
worldly environment in which the 
pleasures of food inspire the 
telling of essential truths. T

son’s apparently bottomless abili¬ 
ty to plumb the male-female dy¬ 
namic. Whether that dynamic ex¬ 
presses itself in direct content (se¬ 
ductions, lovers’ meetings and 
partings); a subterranean con¬ 
sciousness (he often uses tension 
between a male and a female 
dancer to provide the drama and 
mystery for a piece while leaving 
the details of their specific sce¬ 
nario enigmatic); or — for want 
of a better word — as a spiritual 
essence or archetype, Johnson al¬ 
ways finds something new there. 

Certainly, the wars and al¬ 
liances between the genders are a 
popular topic for modern-dance 
choreographers — one might 
even say the topic. Think of Twyla 
Tharp’s Sinatra Songs or Paul Tay¬ 
lor’s Sunset. But it can easily go 
tragically wrong. A vapid piece 
like Helgi Tomasson’s Nanna’s 
Lied, for example, almost leads 
one to believe that ballet has little 
left to say about relations between 
the sexes. And that is part of what 
makes Johnson’s achievement 
particularly notable. 

But Johnson does get off his 
stride occasionally. Ives, set to 
Charles Ives songs, is slight and 
forgettable, even if danced gor¬ 
geously and with impeccable 
placement by the long-limbed 
Yolanda Jordan. And Wooden 


Horses, which the program de¬ 
scribes as “a very work in 
progress,” was perhaps not ready 
to be shown. It’s a sweeping piece, 
whose subject is the colonization 
of the “new” world by Columbus, 
but neither the text nor the move¬ 
ment quite fit the other. Finally, 
Angelitos Negros, a solo choreo¬ 
graphed and danced by Elvia 
Marta, was a wrong step. The 
song, performed in a recording by 
Roberta Flack, is sublime; the 
dance was repetitive and pinched. 
A Johnson-created solo, on the 
other hand, would be a welcome 
addition to a future bill. 

The RHJDC’s Fourth Reperto¬ 
ry Season continues through July 
21 with the world premiere of 
Johnson’s first evening-length 
work, BIO, a section of which — 
Late Night in the Upper Room — 
debuted at Johnson’s Center for 
the Arts concert in October 1995. 
BIO will be accompanied live by 
the 10-piece hip-hop group Mid¬ 
night Voices, a six-year-old en¬ 
semble founded by lyricists and 
composers Will Power and Mo¬ 
hammed Bilal, who created the 
original score for BIO. T
